Sir  and  Dear  Brother  : 

Owing  to  the  delay  in  receiving  the  Reports  of  the  Coun¬ 
cils  and  Conferences,  within  the  Circumscription  of  this 
Council,  we  have  been  obliged  to  postpone  the  preparation 
of  our  report  to  this  late  date. 

Very  many  Conferences  and  Councils  have  been  prompt 
in  sending  their  reports,  while  others  have  delayed  sending 
any  reports  until  within  a  few  days,  and  others  again  have 
not  been  heard  from  at  all. 

W  e  will  be  pleased  if  the  Presidents  of  Councils  and  Con¬ 
ferences  note  this  fact,  and  do  all  in  their  power  to  have 
the  reports  prepared  in  time  to  reach  us  by  tin-  first  of  Feb¬ 
ruary  of  each  year.  By  doing  this  they  will  enable  the 
Superior  Council  to  prepare  the  Annual  Report  several 
months  earlier  than  we  tind  it  possible  to  do  in  the  present 
year. 

Two  hundred  and  ninety-four  (294)  Conferences  are 
named  in  this  report.  Of  this  number  two  hundred  and 
fifty-two  (252)  are  united  by  Particular  Councils,  and 
forty-two  (42)  are  Isolated  Conferences. 

The  annexed  tables  include  reports  from  two  hundred 
and  sixty-one  (261)  Conferences.  Last  year  two  hundred 


and  fifty-seven  (257)  reported.  Of  tlie  Conferences  not  re¬ 
porting,  twenty-six  (26)  are  united  by  Particular  Councils, 
and  seven  (7)  are  Isolated. 

Three  Conferences,  St.  Mary'  s  of  Wilmington,  Del.,  St. 
Ann's,  Worcester,  Mass.,  and  St.  Patrick's ,  HartfQrd, 
Conn.,  do  not  appear  in  the  report  this  year.  As  we 
have  received  no  report  in  some  years  from  these 
Conferences,  we  communicated  with  the  Spiritual  Directors, 
and  were  informed,  in  each  case,  that  the  Conference  no 
longer  existed,  and  that  there  was  no  prospect  of  restoring 
it  to  active  work,  at  present. 

During  the  year  fourteen  (14)  Conferences  were  aggregated 
They  are  as  follows  :  St.  Joseph,  St.  Peter ,  St.  Patrick ,  St. 
Francis ,  Mission  Dolores  and  St.  Bridget  of  San  Francisco, 
Cal.,  St.  Bernard  of  Fitchburgh,  Mass.,  St.  Stanislaus 
(Aspirant),  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  St.  Matthew  (Assurant), 
Washington,  D.  C.,  St.  Francis  Seraph ,  Cincinnati,  Ohio, 
St.  Procopius ,  Chicago,  Ill.,  Holy  Name,  Providence,  R.  I., 
St.  Patr  ick,  Cumberland,  Md.,  and  Our  Lady  of  Perpetual 
Help,  Boston,  Mass.  As  you  will  perceive  the  number  of 
aggregations  this  year  exceeds  that  of  last  year. 

We  have  pointed  out  to  Councils  and  Conferences, 
through  circulars  and  letters,  the  great  importance  of 
applying  for  aggregation  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible, 
explaining  the  many  spiritual  benefits  to  be  derived  from 
it,  and  the  great  incentive  it  is  to  zeal  and  energy  in  the 
work  in  which  we  are  engaged.  Several  new  Conferences 
are  mentioned  in  this  report  and  will  be  referred  to  in  their 
proper  places. 

We  have,  in  the  report,  the  names  of  several  Conferences, 
from  which  no  reports  have  been  received  in  several  years. 
We  have  communicated  with  them,  but  we  have  received 
no  response  as  yet.  Their  names  would  have  been  removed 
from  the  List  of  Conferences,  were  it  not  thought  advisable 
to  keep  them  on  until  we  have  ascertained,  without  doubt, 
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that  there  is  no  hope  of  reviving  the  Conferences,  in  the 
localities  in  which  they  are  situated. 

As  soon  as  possible,  after  the  printing  of  the  report,  we 
will  make  strenuous  efforts  to  infuse  new  life  into  the  appar¬ 
ently  dying  Conferences,  and  we  hope  to  forward  for  this 
present  year, a  complete  report  from  every  Conference  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  Annual  Report.

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GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  comparison  of  the  returns  for  the  two  years,  shows 
a  slight  falling  off  in  membership  and  attendance  at  the 
meetings  ;  while  on  the  other  hand  there  is  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  families  visited  ;  and  the  number  of  visits 
made,  give  evidence  of  the  zeal  of  the  members  in  looking 
closely  after  the  recipients  of  their  alms.  We  think  we 
may  congratulate  ourselves  on  the  fact  that  the  work  of  the 
Society  is  progressing  favorably. 

Although  the  balance,  at  the  end  of  the  year  1887,  is 
smaller  than  the  balance  of  1886,  this  is  explained  by  the 
bequest  made  to  the  Philadelphia  Council,  which  appeared 
in  their  report  for  1886. 

The  Superior  Council,  and  the  Society  generally  through¬ 
out  this  country,  have  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the  deatli 
of  our  lamented  Spiritual  Director,  Rt.  Rev.  Mgr.  Quinn. 
Although  his  life  and  labors  form  a  part  of  the  history  of 
the  struggles  and  triumphs  of  the  Catholic  Church  in  the 
United  States,  it  is  as  a  staunch  and  tried  friend  of  our 
Society,  that  he  has  become  endeared  to  Vincentians  all 
over  this  country. 

It  is  in  no  small  measure  due  to  his  sound  common  sense 
and  practical  advice  and  suggestions  that  the  Society  of  St. 
Vincent  de  Paul,  has  been  established  on  such  sound  foot¬ 
ing,  and  has  been,  through  the  help  of  Providence,  produc¬ 
tive  of  so  much  benefit  in  our  midst. 

When  in  good  health  he  scarcely  ever  missed  a  Council 
or  Conference  meeting,  where  his  genial  presence  and  dry 
humor  always  put  the  members  at  their  ease. 

Although  we  feel  that  he  no  longer  needs  our  help,  we 
will  ask  all  Vincentians,  the  world  over,  to  remember  in 
their  prayers,  one,  who  for  more  than  forty  years  was  ever 
ready  to  assist  and  encourage  the  members  of  the  Society, 
in  every  practical  good  work  undertaken  by  them.  May  he 
rest  in  peace. 
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In  his  successor,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Mgr.  Farley,  we  have  one 
who  will  continue  the  good  work,  as  has  been  already 
shown  by  his  active  interest,  and  the  wise  suggestions  he 
continually  offers  for  the  enlargement  of  the  works  of  the 
Society. 

We  feel  grateful  to  his  Grace,  the  Most  Rev.  Archbishop, 
for  his  appointment  of  such  a  worthy  successor  to  the  late 
revered  Spiritual  Director. 

W e  have  also  been  deprived  of  the  services  of  our  former 
Secretary,  through  partial  paralysis.  Mr.  Churchill  has 
been  for  so  many  years  Secretary  of  this  Council,  that  we 
feel  incumbent  on  us  to  make  some  acknowledgement  of 
his  indefatigable  labors  in  behalf  of  the  Society  in  this 
country. 

We  may  say  that  he  devoted  his  later  years  to  the  work. 
No  labor  was  too  severe,  no  service  too  great  for  him  to  per¬ 
form.  Ever  cheerful  and  willing,  he  seemed  to  grow  more 
cheerful  as  his  work  increased.  His  part  in  aiding  to  extend 
and  spread  the  society  throughout  the  states,  was  by  no 
means  an  inconsiderable  one ;  and  all  Vincentians  will 
join  us  in  beseeching  Providence  to  make  the  remaining 
years  of  his  life. as  free  from  pain  and  sickness,  as  he  has 
sought  to  make  the  lives  of  others  free  from  misery  and 
poverty. 

A  deputation  from  the  Superior  Council  attended  the 

celebration  of  the  Jubilee  of  the  Holy  Father  in  Rome,  in 
January  of  the  present  year,  and  they  were  strongly  im¬ 
pressed  with  the  kindly  and  fatherly  interest  which  our 
Holy  Father  displayed  in  the  works  of  our  Society.  They 
were  also  pleased  at  the  wonderful  growth  and  prosperity 
of  the  Society,  in  the  different  countries  through  which  they 
passed,  and  speak  in  warm  terms  of  the  kindness  shown 
them  by  the  Council  General  and  their  brother  members 
at  the  many  places  visited  by  them. 
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The  Office  and  Place  of  Meeting  of  the  Council. 

The  Council  continues  to  be  indebted  to  The  Irish  Emi¬ 
grant  Society  for  its  office  and  place  of  business,  and  to 
The  Catholic  Chib,  No.  20  West  27th  St.,  for  its  place  of 
meeting.  These  privileges  are  conferred  gratuitously,  and 
the  accommodations  are  such,  that  if  any  compensation 
were  required,  they  would  be  far  beyond  the  resources  of 
the  Council. 

The  Local  Works  of  the  Society. 

W e  will  now  speak  briefly  of  the  Particular  Councils,  men¬ 
tioning  them  in  their  order  from  East  to  W est,  and  then,  in 
the  same  order,  of  the  Isolated  Conferences.  Several  of  the 
Councils  print  their  annual  reports,  copies  of  which  are 
distributed  throughout  the  Circumscription.  From  these 
reports  we  make  many  quotations  in  the  preparation  of  our 
own  report,  but  we  necessarily  omit  many  interesting  de¬ 
tails  which  they  contain  concerning  works  of  the  Confer¬ 
ences. 

BOSTON,  MASSACHUSETTS. 

This  Council  as  usual,  presents  a  very  interesting  and 
encouraging  report.  The  work  of  the  Society  is  carefully 
attended  to,  and  the  rules  are  faithfully  observed. 

Twenty-nine  Conferences  have  sent  in  their  reports,  two 
have  not  been  heard  from  and  one  Conference  has  ceased  to 
exist. 

We  have  taken  the  following  extracts  from  their  very 
carefully  prepared  printed  report. 


It  is  the  first  time  for  several  years  that  we  have  to  report 
no  Conference  organized  or  none  aggregated.  We  have  to 
regret  the  dissolution  of  the  Star  of  the  Sea  Conference, 
which,  while  having  to  do  very  little  among  the  poor  of  its 
district,  might,  perhaps,  have  found  useful  occupation  in 
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carrying  out  some  of  the  other  works  suggested  by  the 
rules.

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  there  is  a  slight  increase  in 
receipts  and  a  considerable  decrease  in  expenditures,  the 
latter  amounting  to  seventeen  hundred  dollars;  and  a  falling 
off  in  families  relieved  of  one  hundred  and  seventy.  This 
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improvement  shows  itself  in  each  quarter,  except  the  last, 
and  in  all  the  different  localities,  save  the  suburbs  where 
the  relief  rolls  were  increased  by  twenty-two  families. 
Some  allowance  should,  however,  be  made  for  the  absence 
of  reports  from  two  Conferences  for  the  last  quarter. 

The  attendance  of  members  at  the  weekly  meetings  has 
fallen  slightly  off.  At  the  Quarterly  Masses  the  average 
was  fifty  members,  and  at  the  General  Meetings  sixty-five. 
The  representation  of  Conferences  at  the  monthly  meetings 
of  the  Council  averages  fifty  per  cent,  and  the  attendance 
of  its  officers  seventy  per  cent. 

Since  November  the  meetings  of  the  Particular  Council 
have  been  held  in  the  parlors  of  the  Catholic  Union,  at  602 
Tremont  Street.  A  room  has  also  been  secured  in  the  same 
building  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  records  of  the 
Society,  and  is  available  for  such  other  office  work  as  may 
be  developed  in  the  future.  The  utility  of  this  arrangement 
is  already  apparent  in  the  advantages  derived  from  the  in¬ 
formal  discussions  held  after  adjournment,  and  the  means 
it  affords  for  the  Council  of  Direction,  to  meet  at  least  two 
Sunday  afternoons  in  the  month  to  examine  and  prepare 
such  matters  as  are  to  be  brought  before  the  members  of 
the  Council. 

At  the  monthly  meetings  the  plan  adopted  the  year  pre¬ 
vious  of  proposing  subjects  for  discussion,  has  been  followed 
with  such  success  as  incidental  business  would  permit. 
Amongst  those  which  received  attention  may  be  mentioned: 
“ Means  of  Raising  Funds  f  and  under  this  head  coffee 
parties  and  picnics  were  carefully  considered.  The  former 
means  was  pronounced  objectionable  by  the  last  Plenary 
Council  of  Baltimore,  and  the  decree  was  explained  so 
clearly  by  our  Very  Reverend  Director  that  none  need  err 
on  this  point.  “ Payments  in  cash”  and  “  payments  for 
rentf  which  is  almost  the  same  thing,  received  due  con¬ 
sideration,  and  we  think  a  change  of  opinion  has  occurred 
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on  these  two  ways  of  expending  money  ;  certainly  it  is  de¬ 
sirable  that  there  should  be  a  radical  one.  “  Should  mem¬ 
bers  fill  orders  of  the  Conference  for  Groceries ,  etc J”  was 
debated,  but  as  the  affirmative  was  sustained  by  no  one,  it 
is  to  be  presumed  that  the  matter  was  only  brought  up  to 
show  how  wide  a  departure  from  the  spirit  of  the  Society 
could  be  made  by  any  member  engaging  in  such  business. 
“The  care  of  destitute  children ”  has  received  the  attention 
which  so  important  a  subject  deserved,  and  one  result  is  an 
agreement  on  the  part  of  non-Catholic  organizations  to  re¬ 
port  to  the  parish  priest  or  president  of  the  nearest  Confer¬ 
ence  all  cases  of  destitute  or  abandoned  Catholic  childrens 
Another  will  be  the  venture  to  employ  an  agent  who  will 
attend  the  courts,  police  stations,  or  wherever  else  he  may 
be  called,  and,  co-operating  with  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Home  for  Destitute  Catholic  Children,  look  after  such 
cases  as  may  be  proper  for  the  Society  to  take  charge  of. 
The  expense  will  not,  it  is  thought,  be  so  large  as  to  forbid 
the  hope  that  the  means  will  readily  be  found  when  a  few 
months’  experience  will  have  demonstrated  the  great  utility 
of  the  work. 

-  It  would  give  us  pleasure  to  report  in  greater  detail  the 
work  of  the  Society,  but  the  absence  of  this  information  in 
the  reports  of  Conferences  forbids  any  reference  to  it.  We 
have,  however,  a  knowledge  through  verbal  reports  at  the 
monthly  meetings,  that  nothing  has  been  neglected.  The 
disposition  seems  to  be  to  do  the  work  and  pass  on,  leaving 
the  record  to  be  made  elsewhere.  That  there  has  been  a 
smaller  number  of  families  relieved  is  not  because  the  Con¬ 
ferences  have  not  been  able  to  care  for  all  who  sought  re¬ 
lief,  but  for  the  reason  that  labor  has  been  better  employed 
during  the  past  year.  It  is  satisfactory  to  see  an  improve¬ 
ment,  but  it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  it  can  go  on  from 
year  to  year  until  nothing  is  left  to  be  done.  While  many 
good  people  are  formulating  theories  which  are  to  eliminate 
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poverty,  we  know  that  the  practical  results  will  be  only  to 
ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  unfortunate,  because  an  in¬ 
fallible  teacher  tells  us  we  shall  have  the  poor  for  all  time. 

In  no  city  in  the  country  are  there  so  many  agencies  for 
the  relief  of  the  distress  and  the  Society  is  fortunate  in 
having  the  most  friendly  relations  with  the  officials  of  both 
public  and  private  charities,  and  it  is  with  pleasure  that  we 
acknowledge  the  open-handed  benevolence  of  the  latter. 
To  those  who  have  kindly  assisted  to  roll  up  the  thousands 
of  dollars  placed  at  our  disposal,  we  are  sincerely  grateful 
and  beg  to  assure  them  that  it  has  been  our  endeavor  to 
expend  these  funds  judiciously.

The  slight  falling  off  in 

membership  is  more 

apparent 

than  real,  from  the  fact  that  the  loss  is  mainly  from  St. 
Michael’s  Conference,  which  in  1886  had  94  active  mem¬ 
bers,  and  in  1887,  80,  this  decrease  in  no  way  detracted 
from  the  efficiency  of  that  Conference.  Regarding  admis¬ 
sions  it  may  be  well  to  again  remind  members  of  the  duty 
they  owe  the  Society  in  presenting  names  to  the  Confer¬ 
ence.  To  insure  proper  and  permanent  accessions  to  the 
ranks  the  rules  require  that  all  candidates  before  being  put 
upon  the  roll  shall  have  a  knowledge  of  the  rules,  under¬ 
stand  the  obligations  and  the  sacrifices  they  are  bound  to 
make  in  joining  the  Society. 

In  the  observance  of  the  festivals  there  has  been  some 
improvement.  The  Feast  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  was 
observed  by  the  large  number  of  members  approaching  the 
altar  at  the  Cathedral  on  Sunday,  July  25th.  On  the  same 
ovening  a  special  service  was  held  with  a  discourse  upon 
the  life  and  labor  of  our  patron  saint.  The  other  festivals 
were  observed  by  the  Conferences  in  their  respective  local¬ 
ities,  but  not  so  generally  attended.

The  average  attendance  at  monthly  meetings  of  the  Par¬ 
ticular  Council  was  70$,  while  attendance  at  the  weekly 
meetings  of  Conferences  was  but  55$.  The  latter  should 
be  75$,  as  prescribed  by  the  rules. 

Several  Conferences  make  acknowledgment  of  contribu¬ 
tions  from  the  Overseer  of  the  Poor  for  the  further  relief  of 
those  under  their  charge.  For  some  unexplained  reason 
the  customary  distribution  of  shoes  during  the  winter 
season  had  not  been  made  at  the  time  of  making  this 
report.  The  Society  had  to  supply  this  want  in  many 
cases  in  addition  to  the  burdens  already  assumed.  It  is 
hoped  that  another  year  will  find  the  municipality  more 
willing  to  co-operate  with  associations  that  relieve  it  of 
great  expense  in  the  care  of  the  unfortunate. 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  assist  the  “  Mission 
of  the  Lady  of  the  Rosary  ”  in  assisting  emigrants  landing 
at  Castle  Garden,  report  that  but  two  cases  have  come  to 
its  notice,  which  were  promptly  cared  for.  The  duties  of 
the  committee  have  been  much  lighter  than  was  antici¬ 
pated,  owing  to  the  better  condition  of  the  people  coming  to 
these  shores,  and  the  work  of  the  beneficent  institution 
founded  in  New  York  by  the  lamented  Father  Riordan. 

In  compliance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  last  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly,  an  effort  has  been  made  during  the  year  to 
improve  the  method  of  record  keeping  by  the  introduction 
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of  blank  forms,  roll  and  relief  books  furnished  by  the 
Superior  Council.  Nearly  all  Conferences  in  this  city  have 
adopted  the  uniform  method  with  satisfaction  to  the  officers 
and  advantage  to  the  Conference.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
system  which  prevents  confusion  by  the  periodical  change 
in  officers  will  become  general. 

As  we  are  closing  the  year’s  work  the  Society  is  engaged 
in  the  laudable  work  of  assisting  the  corporation  of  the 
R.  I.  Catholic  Orphan  Asylum  in  carrying  on  a  fair  for 
its  support  and  the  enlargement  of  the  building,  with  such 
credit  to  the  members  and  advantage  to  the  project,  as  to 
elicit  the  following  acknowledgement.

The  reports  are  very  carefully  prepared.  In  comparing 
the  two  years,  we  must  remember  that  the  report  of  one 
Conference  is  wanting  in  this  year’s  summary.  Despite  this 
omission  however,  we  find  that  the  number  of  families 
relieved  is  larger,  and  the  number  of  visits  made  greater, 
for  the  year  1887.  This  leads  us  to  believe,  that  if  the  miss¬ 
ing  Conference  had  been  heard  from,  this  year’s  report 
would  compare  very  advantageously  with  that  of  last  year. 

The  following  extracts  have  been  taken  from  the  reports 
of  different  Conferences.  Space  would  not  permit  the  men¬ 
tion  of  all  the  interesting  incidents  mentioned.  The  Presi¬ 
dent  of  St.  Mary’s  Conference  writes,  as  follows  : 
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“  The  St.  Francis  Orphan  Asylum,  which  is  situated  in  the  Parish,  is 
visited  by  the  members,  who  assist  on  Orphan’s  Donation  Day  in  taking 
up  the  collection.  *  *  *  *  This  Conference,  in  its  visits  to  the 

Jail,  makes  every  effort  to  relieve  worthy  persons  from  costs  incurred,  and 
looks  after  them  at  their  discharge,  endeavoring  to  procure  work  for  such 
as  need  assistance.  Religious  articles,  good  books,  newspapers,  &c.,  are 
furnished  the  prisoners  at  the  Jail.  *  *  *  *  Mass  is  celebrated 

on  alternate  Sundays  at  the  Jail  and  Almhouse.  *  *  *  *  Music 

■was  furnished  at  the  Jail  and  Almshouse  on  Christmas  Day  b}r  the  Confer¬ 
ence.” 


Particular  mention  is  made  in  the  reports  of  tlie  great 
assistance  rendered  by  Ladies’  Sewing  Societies  to  tlie 
Conferences,  in  furnishing  clothing  for  the  poor.  The 
ladies  make  over  old  or  furnish  new  clothing  to  the  persons 

recommended  by  the  Conferences.

The  report  for  1887  is  a  very  encouraging  one,  showing 
that  the  Society  in  Troy  is  full  of  life  and  activity.  There 
is  very  little  difference  in  the  membership.  The  number  of 
families  relieved  is  much  larger  this  year,  while  the  visits 
made  are  less  than  1836.  This  is  probably  due  to  the  fact 
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that  the  families  were  not  relieved  for  so  long  a  period.  It 
is  explained  partly,  in  the  report  of  one  Conference,  which 
reports  an  unusual  increase  in  poverty  and  distress  gener¬ 
ally,  owing  to  the  suspension  of  work  in  large  iron  works 
and  foundries. 

The  expenditures  are  very  much  larger  than  the  previous 
year,  showing  that  the  Conferences  are  doing  their  part  in 
relieving  the  distress  of  their  less  fortunate  fellow  creatures. 

The  balance  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  the  receipts  for 
the  year,  go  to  show  that  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Council 
are  in  good  condition.  The  following  extracts  are  taken 
from  the  report  of  the  Council : 

“  We  have  about  twenty  (20)  members  usually  at  the  Council  Meetings, 
and  about  from  75  to  90  at  the  quarterly  Mass  and  meeting.  *  *  * 

The  Council  also  tries  to  impress  on  the  Presidents  of  Conferences  the 
necessity  of  having  all  Quarterly  Reports  show  the  full  workings  of  the 
Conference,  and  of  having  them  prepared  in  time  to  prevent  delay  in  pre¬ 
paring  report.  *  *  *  All  the  Conferences  are  doing  nicely,  as 

may  be  seen  from  the  report.” 


Some  of  the  Conferences  speak  in  strong  praise  of  the 
Ladies’  Auxiliary  Societies,  which  have  been  of  great  assist¬ 
ance  to  the  Conferences  in  making  new  and  repairing  old 
clothing,  for  distribution  amongst  the  poor. 

One  Conference,  St.  Mary’s,  reports  having  distributed 
over  600  garments,  prepared  by  the  ladies.  This  Confer¬ 
ence  has  distributed  $753.00  during  the  year  in  clothing, 
cash  and  provisions.  The  cash  distributed  was  very  small, 
and  it  was  only  given  in  very  extraordinary  cases. 

ALBANY,  NEW  YORK. 

The  Council  and  the  seven  Conferences  send  in  reports. 
The  reports  are  prepared  with  the  usual  care  and  accuracy, 
and,  we  may  add,  with  the  usual  neatness. 

The  receipts  of  the  Council  were  $1,000.87,  and  the  ex- 
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penditures  $253.88.  In  the  receipts  and  expenditures  were 
included  $70.56  paid  to  Superior  Council  of  New  York, 
towards  the  Pope’s  Jubilee  Fund.  There  was  a  bequest  of 
$864.73  included  in  the  receipts. 

The  average  attendance  at  the  General  Meeting  was  66, 
and  at  Mass  and  Communion,  55.  At  the  eleven  meetings 
of  the  Council  the  average  was  8.

The  President  of  the  Council  writes  as  follows  : 


“  I  beg  to  offer  reports  of  our  seven  Conferences  and  Particular  Council, 
one  of  which,  that  of  dear  old  St.  Mary,  being  the  fortieth  annual  report 
I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  transmitting,  the  first  being  that  of  1847. 

“  I  would  be  glad  to  be  able  to  show  much  more  progress  in  our  works, 
during  the  year  past,  still  I  believe  our  good  brothers  are  all  working 
faithfully  and  attending  to  every  case  that  comes  under  notice.  The  Con¬ 
ference  Meetings  are  fairly  well  attended.  Not  so,  however,  with  the 
monthly  Council  Meetings.  Not  much  fault  can  be  found  with  the  attend¬ 
ance  at  the  festivals,  although  there  is  ample  room  for  improvement  on 
those  few  occasions. 

“Our  Spiritual  Director,  Very  Rev.  T.  M.  A.  Burk,V.  G. ,  has  attended  all 
of  the  General  Meetings  since  his  acceptance  of  the  Spiritual  charge  of  the 
Society,  after  the  removal  to  Troy  of  our  former  beloved  rector,  Rev. 
Father  Walsh. 

“Our  good  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  also  attends  the  festivals,  and  honored  us  by 
presiding  at  some  of  the  General  Meetings,  giving  his  usual  words  of  advice 
keenly  noticing  the  details  of  reports  and  urging  strict  observance  of  the 
Rules,  the  good  effect  of  which  is  felt  in  our  works.  Although  we  have 
not  relieved  so  many  families  as  in  former  years,  it  will  be  noticed  that  it 
was  not  for  want  of  means,  as  each  Conference  reports  a  balance  in  the 
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Treasury.  It  is  claimed  that  there  are  not  so  many  poor  people  in  our 
neighborhood.  *  *  *  *  Our  works  in  the  Prisons,  Almshouses, 

Hospitals,  and  Sunday  School  are  faithfully  attended  to.” 

The  President  of  St.  Ann’s  writes  : 

“We  had  nothing  to  report  for  the  last  quarter  of  the  year.  Many 
places  where  we  expected  to  find  poor,  were  visited,  and  we  requested 
•subscribers  to  inform  us  of  any  families  needing  assistance,  but  we  were 
not  called  upon,  and  we  found  no  one  needing  assistance.” 


St.  Patrick’s  writes  as  follows  : 


“  The  most  remarkable  fact  during  the  year  was  the  great  falling  off  in 
the  number  of  persons  needing  assistance. 

“  As  we  have  heretofore  reported  some  families  on  our  relief  roll  for¬ 
merly  are  now  self-sustaining,  and  some  are  on  our  roll  of  subscribers.” 


It  would  appear  by  the  reports,  that  the  last  year  has 
been  a  prosperous  one  in  Albany,  and  we  congratulate  the 
members  on  the  absence  of  any  eery  severe  distress  in  their 
midst.  The  Council  reports  having  received  a  large  quan¬ 
tity  of  books,  papers  and  pious  articles  for  distribution 
among  the  poor,  and  the  prisons,  almshouse,  etc.  These 
articles  were  received  through  the  means  of  boxes  placed 
at  the  church  doors  for  the  people  to  drop  them  into. 

We  very  much  regret  the  absence  of  a  report  giving  de¬ 
tails  of  the  work  accomplished  in  the  prisons,  almshouse 
and  hospitals,  as  we  are  certain,  judging  from  the  other 
reports,  that  it  would  be  very  interesting  and  instructive 
reading,  and  would  act  as  an  incentive  to  greater  exertion 
on  the  part  of  other  Councils  and  Conferences.

In  comparing  the  above  summaries,  we  notice  that, 
though  there  is  a  decrease  in  membership,  there  is  an  in¬ 
crease  in  visits  made  to  the  poor  ;  which  is  proved  by  the 
fact,  that  in  spite  of  the  decrease  in  families  relieved,  the 
number  of  visits  is  far  greater  than  that  of  1886,  showing 
that  the  members  are  not  neglecting  the  Rules,  but  are  im¬ 
bued  with  the  spirit  of  the  Society,  which  recommends  so 
particularly  the  visitation  of  the  poor  at  their  homes. 

There  is  no  report  from  the  Council.  This  omission  is 
explained  by  the  President,  who  informs  us  there  is  a  new 
Secretary,  the  former  one  having  removed  from  the  place. 

It  was  suivposed  he  had,  before  leaving,  sent  his  report  to 
the  Council  of  New  York.  When  the  omission  was  dis¬ 
covered  it  was  too  late  to  rectify  it. 

The  President  of  the  Council  writes  as  follows : 


“  St.  Peter’s  Conference  has  not  been  in  existence  for  nearly  two  years, . 
being  of  the  same  parish  as  St.  Joseph’s.  The  Conference  of  St.  Patrick  is 
very  small,  and  was  formerly  a  part  of  St.  Agnes’  Conference.  It  is  in  a 
new  parish  and  will  in  time  grow.” 

These  extracts  are  taken  from  a  letter  explaining  the  non¬ 
receipt  of  reports  from  the  two  Conferences. 

St.  Joseph’s  Conference  explains  the  falling  off  in  mem¬ 
bership,  as  follows  : 

“In  consequence  of  a  division  of  the  Parish,  our  Conference  during 
the  year  has  suffered  a  loss  of  membership,  as  per  report.  However,  we 
will  endeavor  to  start  Conferences  in  the  new  parishes.  We  think  with 
the  above  explanations  the  report  for  1887  is  very  satisfactory.”

In  comparing  the  above  figures  we  find  the  year  1887 
does  not  compare  favorably  with  the  preceding  year,  in 
some  matters.  There  is  a  very  slight  falling  off  in  members, 
and  the  average  attendance  is  small.  There  is  not  as  good 
a  showing  for  visits  made  to  the  families  relieved . 

As  we  have  no  report  from  the  Council,  we  cannot  explain 
the  cause  of  this  decrease  in  the  work.  It  may  be  explained 
by  the  increase  in  business  prosperity,  and  in  the  relief 
having  been  received  but  a  short  time  by  the  families 
assisted. 

The  Superior  Council  earnestly  hopes  that  the  members, 
who  remain  active  in  the  work,  will  do  all  in  their  power 
to  revive  the  interest  in  the  Society,  and  we  are  confident 
that  a  united  effort  on  their  part  will  result  in  an  increase 
in  work  accomplished. 

We  regret  very  much  our  inability  to  supply  some  in¬ 
cidents  of  interest  connected  with  the  work  of  the  Confer¬ 
ences.  We  hope  the  President  of  the  Council  will  use  his 
influence  among  the  Conferences,  so  that  next  year  we  will 
be  in  a  position  to  give  a  more  detailed  report  of  the  Council 
of  Svracuse.

Accompanying  the  reports  of  the  Conferences  is  the  14th

Three  Conferences  have  failed  to  report :  St.  Boniface , 
St.  Paul ,  (of  Harlem),  and  Annunciation. 

The  Conference  of  St.  Veronica  appears  in  the  report  for 
the  first  time.  It  is  organized  in  a  new  parish  and  is  already 
doing  good  work. 

The  Conference  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen ,  though  not  men¬ 
tioned  in  this  report,  has  been  in  existence  for  some  months 
and  will  be  heard  from  next  year.  We  expect  to  have 
several  new  Conferences  formed  during  the  present  year. 

Although  the  comparative  statements  of  the  years  ’86 
and  ’87  do  not  favor  the  latter  year,  it  is  evidently  not 
owing  to  any  lack  of  zeal  on  the  part  of  the  members,  as 
the  reports  show  a  large  amount  of  work  accomplished 
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during  tlie  past  year.  There  are  very  many  interesting  in¬ 
cidents  mentioned,  but  our  limited  space  will  not  permit  us 
to  insert  extracts  from  more  than  a  few  of  them.  We  do 
this  to  give  an  idea  of  what  is  being  done  in  this  city. 

The  extracts  are  taken  from  the  Quarterly  Reports  of 
the  Conferences.  Next  year  we  are  promised  a  printed 
Annual  Report  from  the  Particular  Council,  as  they  propose 
to  continue  in  future  this  custom,  which  has  been  over¬ 
looked  the  past  few  years. 

St.  Joseph’s  reports  as  follows  : 


“Daring  the  visits  of  some  of  our  members  they  found  a  family — man, 
wife  and  four  children — none  of  whom  had  been  baptized.  We  had  them 
instructed,  and  they  were  all  baptized  on  May  15th  at  St.  Joseph’s  Church.” 


St.  Alplionsus’  reports  : 

“A  widow,  who  succeeded  in  supporting  herself  and  two  children  until 
she  was  afflicted  with  an  incurable  disease,  was  reported  to  us.  Our 
Visiting  Committee  found  her  in  a  back  basement,  scarcely  able  to  stand. 
Our  brother,  who  had  charge  of  the  case,  advised  her  to  go  into  an  hospital. 
She  was  broken-hearted  at  the  thought  of  parting  with  her  childen  and 
refused  to  go. 

“The  Conference,  pitying  her  condition,  found  more  wholesome  quarters 
for  her.  supplying  the  family  with  food,  clothing  and  fuel,  and  paying  the 
rent.  The  visitors  endeavored  to  console  her,  and  finally  succeeded  in 
reconciling  her  to  the  separation  from  her  children.  They  were  placed  in 
the  Catholic  Protectory.  The  mother  is  now  in  St.  Francis’  Hospital.” 


St.  Bernard’s  reports  as  follows  : 

“During  the  quarter,  four  Catholic  children  have  been  taken  from 
Protestant  schools,  and  placed  under  the  care  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity. 
Four  children  have  been  committed  to  charitable  institutions,  and  seven 
situations  have  been  procured.  By  an  appeal  sent  through  the  parish,  and 
the  kind  co-operation  of  the  Pastor,  sufficient  old  clothing  was  received  to 
clothe  our  poor  comfortably  through  the  winter.”

Although  through  some  mistake  which  could  not  be 
avoided,  we  have  received  uo  report  from  the  u  Randall’s 
Island  Committee,”  which  has  charge  of  the  Special  Work 
of  the  Council,  still  we  know  the  work  is  progressing  very 
favorably. 

This  work  has  been  carried  on  by  the  Council  for  more 
than  thirty  years,  and  when  a  Committee  of  the  Superior 
Council  visited  the  island  lately,  they  were  both  pleased  and 
surprised  at  the  good  being  performed  by  the  members  who 
have  the  work  in  charge.  There  are  at  present  about 
thirteen  members,  who  are  assisted  by  a  number  of  ladies. 

The  members  are  from  different  Conferences  throughout 
the  city,  and  employ  their  time  every  Sunday,  either  visit¬ 
ing  the  hospitals,  or  teaching  catechism  to  the  children 
and  some  grown  people  in  the  different  departments.  They 
reach  from  350  to  400  people  in  their  ministrations,  and  are 
of  great  assistance  to  the  Rev.  Father  Gelinas,  S.  J.,  who 
has  charge  of  the  island. 

Some  under  their  care  are  idiots,  others  are  afflicted  with 
incurable  diseases,  cripples,  etc.,  and  some  are  merely 
temporarily  confined  in  the  hospitals. 

The  members  of  the  Superior  Council  were  surprised  at 
the  proficiency  displayed  by  the  pupils  in  their  answers 
to  questions  put  to  them,  and  are  satisfied  that  they 
would  compare  favorably  with  any  Sunday  school  in  their 
knowledge  of  religion. 

They  certainly  give  evidence  of  great  care  and  attention 
on  the  part  of  their  teachers,  and  too  much  encouragement 
cannot  be  given  to  those  self-sacrificing  ladies  and  gentle¬ 
men  who  devote  so  much  time  to  this  noble  work.  Some 
of  the  teachers  have  been  engaged  in  this  work  a  number 
of  years.  One  brother  has  been  going  over  winter  and 
summer  for  nearly  twenty  years,  and  one  young  lady  has 
been  at  the  same  work  for  more  than  twelve  years.  When 
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we  bear  in  mind  that  they  have  to  cross  the  river  in  an  open 
boat  in  all  sorts  of  weather,  winter  and  summer,,  we  can 
form  an  idea  of  the  courage  needed  to  persevere  in  the 
work,  and  the  sacrifices  made  by  those  taking  part  in  it. 

The  teachers  receive  great  encouragement  from  the 
authorities  in  charge  at  the  island,  and  claim  that  a  great 
share  of  their  success  is  due  to  this  fact. 

His  Grace,  the  Most  Reverend  Archbishop  Corrigan, 
administered  the  Sacrament  of  Confirmation  to  a  large 
number  of  the  inmates  of  the  Institutions  during  the  year 
1887.  He  especially  commended  the  work  in  which  the 
teachers  and  members  generally  were  engaged,  and  he  said 
there  was  no  greater  charity  than  instructing  the  ignorant, 
and  pointing  out  to  them  the  need  of  saving  their  souls. 

We  hope  the  members  of  the  Conferences  will  bear  in 
mind  that  any  good  books,  paper  or  reading  matter  gener¬ 
ally,  will  be  thankfully  received  by  the  committee  for 
distribution  among  the  prisons  and  other  institutions. 
Any  such  packages  addressed  to  Rev.  Father  Gelinas,  S.  J. , 
Randall’s  Island,  N.  Y.,  will  reach  the  proper  destination.

“I  herewith  present  the  Annual  Report  of  Particular  Council  and  Con¬ 
ferences  of  Jersey  City,  for  the  year  1887. 

“We  greatly  regret  to  announce  that  Mr.  John  McAnerney  has  felt 
obliged,  owing  to  business  requiring  his  absence  from  the  city,  to  resign 
in  November  last  the  position  of  President  of  Particular  Council. 

“His  devotion  to  the  interest  of  the  St.  "Vincent  de  Paul  Society,  his 
great  executive  ability,  and  high  standing  in  the  community,  make  his 
resignation  a  great  loss  to  the  Society  in  Jersey  City. 

“  Nelson  J.  H.  Edge,  who  has  kindly  filled  the  position  of  Treasurer  for 
us  for  the  past  five  years,  also  resigned  at  the  same  time. 

“  The  special  work  of  the  Particular  Council — giving  instructions  to 
the  poor  children  in  the  Almshouse  at  Snake  Hill — has  been  continued  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  The  usual  works  of  the  several  Conferences  have  been 
carried  on  during  the  year  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  The  reports  show  a 
falling  off  in  membership,  owing  to  one  Conference,  St.  Bridget’s  having 
disbanded  early  in  the  year — it  is  gratifying,  however,  to  notice  that  with 
a  decreased  membership,  the  total  visits  to  the  poor  is  slightly  in  advance 
of  last  report. 

“  We  are  greatly  pleased  to  notice  the  flourishing  condition  of  the  as¬ 
pirant  Conference  attached  to  St.  Mary  (Monastery),  now  established  one 
year,  it  is  hoped  that  the  other  Conferences  may  follow  the  gcod  example 
of  St.  Mary's  in  this  respect  during  this  year.”

As  will  be  noticed  the  membership  and  average  atten¬ 
dance  are  about  the  same,  while  the  families  relieved  and 
visits  made  are  much  less.  This  is  explained  by  the  Coun¬ 
cil  as  due  to  the  fact  that  there  are  not  so  many  calls  made 
on  them,  and  therefore  not  so  much  destitution  as  they 
have  experienced  in  other  years. 

There  is  a  very  interesting  report  from  the  u  Special 
Works”  committee  in  charge  of  the  Council,  who  assists 
the  priests  in  looking  after  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  in¬ 
mates  of  the  City  Institutions. 


“  The  Almshouse  is  attended  by  members  of  the  Conference.  Our  poor 
have  a  very  nice  chapel  in  the  building,  where  Mass  is  celebrated  every 
Sunday  by  a  priest  from  the  neighboring  church.  They  very  often  have 
Vespers  sung  in  the  evening  and  Communion  is  given  at  stated  times.  * 
*  *  *  The  members  distribute  prayer  books,  beads,  scapulars,  &c., 

among  the  inmates.  The  authorities  offer  every  facility  to  the  priests  and 
members  to  attend  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  inmates  of  the  different 
institutions  visited  by  them.  *  *  *  * 

“  The  County  Jail  is  attended  by  the  members  of  St.  Joseph’s  Conference, 
who  do  all  in  their  power  to  win  back  to  the  paths  of  religion  the  unfor¬ 
tunate  inmates  confined  in  the  institution.  The  Conference  of  St.  Pius 
perform  the  same  work  in  the  Jail  of  the  adjoining  County.  *  *  *  * 

“  In  the  St.  Vincent’s  Home,  which  averaged  about  10  boys  during  the 
year  1887,  the  members  from  St.  Patrick's  Conference  have  charge.  The 
boys  are  given  secular  instruction  three  times  a  week,  and  the  religious 
training  is  closely  looked  after.  The  boys  work  and  pay  a  certain 
amount  per  week  into  the  home  for  their  support.  *  *  * 

“The  Catholic  Hospital,  in  this  City,  which  is  one  of  the  best  in  the 
country,  was  founded  and  fostered  in  its  early  stages  by  the  Conferences.” 

St.  Patrick’s  Conference  liave  a  Mass  offered  up  on  the 
third  Sunday  of  each  month  for  deceased  members.

The  report  for  this  year  is  a  very  satisfactory  one,  and 
shows  that  the  Society  is  doing  very  efficient  work  in  Tren¬ 
ton. 

The  average  attendance  at  the  Quarterly  Communion 
Mass  and  General  Meeting  for  the  year  was  40. 

The  President  writes  : 

“  I  also  enclose  a  report  from  the  member  of  the  Conference  of  Our 
Lady  of  Lourdes,  who  has  in  charge  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  prisoners 
in  the  New  Jersey  State’s  Prison. 

“  No  doubt  it  will  be.very  interesting  reading.  The  pupils  of  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb  Asylum  are  under  the  care  of  the  same  Conference. 

“  The  very  interesting  summary  of  the  year’s  work  among  the  prison¬ 
ers,  is  addressed  to  Rev.  Fidelis  Voight,  O.M.C.,  who  is  the  Catholic  Chap¬ 
lain  of  the  Prison  and  also  the  Spiritual  Director  of  the  Conference  of 
Our  Lady  of  Lourdes,  which  assists  him  in  the  work. 

“  The  report  mentions  four  instances  of  attempted  self-destruction,  in 
which  the  prisoners  were  brought  to  a  sense  of  the  enormity  of  the  crime, 
which  they  were  about  committing,  and  were  induced  to  become  more 
reconciled  to  their  situation,  and  became  more  practical  in  their  religion, 
through  the  services  of  the  Conference.  *  *  *  * 

“  Our  library  has  decreased  about  200  volumes,  worn  out;  and  this  re¬ 
duces  our  books  to  about  2,000,  and  many  of  them  are  religious  works 
too  profound  for  the  average  reader.”

“  The  deaf  mutes  are  instructed  weekly  in  the  Catholic  Doctrine. 
Three  received  First  Communion  during  the  year  and  one  died.  Two  are 
preparing  for  First  Communion,  and  12  are  being  instructed  in  the  rudi¬ 
ments  of  the  Catholic  religion.  The  deaf  mutes  attend  Mass  in  our  Church 
every  Sunday.” 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  above  extracts,  the  Council  is  not

has  been  prepared  with  great  care  and  exactness.

The  difference  in  the  total  receipts  for  the  two  years,  is 
owing  to  the  fact,  that  in  last  year’s  (1886)  report,  the 
Drexel  Legacy  is  included  in  the  account  of  moneys  received. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  letter  of  theVice-President 
to  the  Superior  Council  of  New  York  will  explain  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Society  in  Philadelphia: 
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“We  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Council  and 
Conferences  of  the  Circumscription  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1887. 

“  It  is  with  pleasure  we  announce  that  a  Conference  was  organized  last 
November  in  the  new  parish  of  Our  Lady  of  the  Holy  Rosary,  in  the 
suburbs  of  the  city.  Our  new  brothers  are  active  and  full  of  zeal,  and  it  is 
evident  from  their  work  even  in  so  short  a  period,  that  the  Conference 
will  be  very  efficient,  and  present  a  good  record  in  our  next  report. 

“  Reports  have  been  received  from  26  Conferences  in  this  Circumscription 
for  the  year  1887,  leaving  four  Conferences  from  which  we  have  not  heard, 
three  of  which  have  not  reported  for  two  years.  Of  these  St.  John  the 
Baptist  has  made  quarterly  reports,  which  show  zeal  and  diligence  in  its 
work,  but-  the  others  have  not  reported  with  enough  regularity  to  give  any 
idea  of  the  good  they  are  no  doubt  doing. 

‘  ‘  The  reports  received  show  that  the  works  of  the  Society  have  been  fairly 
well  sustained,  and  there  is  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  poor 
families  relieved,  and  the  number  of  visits  made,  but  so  many  Conferences 
neglect  to  answer  the  questions  in  the  reports  as  to  the  regularity  of  mem¬ 
bers  in  celebrating  the  festivals  of  the  Society,  the  number  of  orphans 
cared  for,  and  the  number  of  members  teaching  the  catechism,  that  no 
general  results  can  be  obtained  as  an  indication  of  the  growth  or  diminution 
of  zeal  among  the  members  on  these  important  points.  *  *  * 

“We  need  not  remind  our  brothers  of  this  Circumscription,  who  were  so 
long  familiar  with  liis  constant  and  generous  aid  to  their  funds  during  life, 
and  the  munificent  contribution  in  death,  of  the  duty  they  owe  to  their 
friend  and  the  benefactor  of  their  poor,  but  we  do  ask  as  a  special  favor, 
that  each  member  of  our  dear  Society  who  may  read  this  paragraph  in  any 
part  of  the  world,  will  kindly  offer  a  prayer  to  our  dear  Lord  for  the  happy 
repose  of  the  soul  of  Francis  A.  Drexel — may  his  soul  through  the  mercy  of 
God  rest  forever  in  peace. 

The  Prison  Committee,  although  few  in  number,  is  actively 
and  zealously  at  work,  and  we  take  pleasure  in  submitting 
the  following  extracts  from  its  interesting  report. 

■“The  Committee  have  made  105  visits  to  the  Penitentiary  during  the  year, 
and  2,325  visits  to  prisoners,  Catholic  and  non-Catliolic.  They  have  dis¬ 
tributed  1,456  copies  of  the  ‘Catholic  Standard,’  200  copies  of  German 
Catholic  papers,  and  large  uncounted  bundles  of  other  Catholic  papers, 
magazines  and  reviews,  native  and  foreign  ;  all  this  reading  matter,  with 
the  exception  of  about  1,200  copies  of  the  ‘  Catholic  Standard,’  was  con¬ 
tributed  by  kind  persons  (a  large  portion  coming  from  the  Archiepiscopal 
residence),  who  sent  it  to  the  Penitentiary  for  distribution.  Blessed  rosaries , 
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medals  and  pious  pictures  have  also  been  distributed.  The  prison  author¬ 
ities,  too,  have  contributed  generously  to  the  good  work,  by  authorizing 
the  Catholic  Chaplain  to  purchase,  at  their  expense,  Prayer  Books,  Testa¬ 
ments,  ‘  Following  of  Christ,’  and  Catechisms,  all  of  which  have  been 
circulated  as  needed. 

“  The  prison  library  consists  of  about  8,000  vols.  The  books  devoted  to 
Catholic  literature  are  very  few  indeed,  and  have  been  chiefly  provided  by 
the  Committee  ;  they  are  as  follows  ; — ‘  Catholic  Record,’  two  sets,  14  vols. 
‘Catholic  World,’  24  vols.,  ‘  Ave  Maria,’  7  vols.,  4  Spalding’s  Reforma¬ 
tion,’  2  vols,,  4  American  Catholic  Quarterly  Review,’  10  vols.,  4  Mes¬ 
senger  of  the  Sacred  Heart,’  5  vols. ,  Catholic  Tales.  Biography,  &c. ,  14  vols. ; 
in  all,  76  vols.  This  meagre  proportion  ought  to  be  increased,  but  the 
Committee  having  no  money  at  their  disposal,  cannot  do  it.  If  the  Con¬ 
ferences  could  spare  a  small  contribution  for  this  purpose,  it  would  be 
money  well  expended  ,  for  this  reason,  prisoners  who  can  read,  spend  nil 
their  leisure  time  in  that  way.  They  read  everything,  on  every  subject 
that  can  be  had  in  the  prison  library.  Now,  under  such  circumstances, 
and  the  great  quantity  and  variety  of  reading  matter  at  their  call,  would 
it  not  be  wise  to  provide,  at  least,  a  reasonable  number  of  Catholic  books, 
in  order  to  give  the  Catholic  prisoners  an  opportunity  of  getting  a  better 
knowledge  of  their  religion,  which  may  ultimately  lead  them  to  virtue  and 
reform  ? 

44  The  Committee  have  endeavored  to  aid  the  Catholic  Chaplain  in  giving 
catechetical  instructions  to  those  preparing  to  receive  the  Sacraments,  aud 
to  any  others  he  may  recommend.  He  sends  no  statistics  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  his  visits,  but  when  it  is  remembered  that  he  goes  to  the  Pen¬ 
itentiary  nearly  every  day,  one  can,  at  least,  imagine  what  a  vast  amount 
of  good  he  will  have  accomplished  during  the  year. 

“The  expenses  incurred  during  the  year,  have  been  borne  by  the  Par¬ 
ticular  Council,  amounting  to  $71.58. 

44  The  following  are  incidents,  which  occurred  during  the  year;  they  are 
selected  from  several  others  : 

“A  young  man,  not  a  Catholic,  for  about  eighteen  months  before  his  dis¬ 
charge  from  prison,  received  catechetical  instructions  in  the  Catholic  faith, 
at  his  own  request  ;  on  the  morning  of  his  discharge,  he  visited  our  Rev. 
Spiritual  Director  and  was  received  into  the  Church. 

44  A  colored  man.  at  his  urgent  request,  was  instructed  in  the  Catholic 
Faith  :  he  was  married,  having  a  wife  and  one  child  ;  his  home  was  in 
the  country,  about  forty  miles  from  here.  Some  time  after  his  discharge 
having  instructed  his  family  in  the  Catholic  Faith,  to  the  best  of  his  ability, 
he  came  to  town,  his  sole  purpose  was  to  have  himself,  wife  and  child

received  into  the  Church  by  our  Rev.  Spiritual  Director.  The  hajpy 
event  took  place. 

“  The  Committee  will  close  their  Report  with  the  following  extract  from 
a  letter,  lately  received  from  a  young  man,  who  was  discharged  from  the 
Penitentiary  between  two  and  three  years  ago,  and  through  whose  influ¬ 
ence  and  excellent  example,  his  father,  a  confirmed  habitual  drunkard, 
was  finally  induced  to  give  up  his  intemperate  habits.  ‘  I  am  glad  to  in¬ 
form  you  that  my  poor  father  has  taken  the  pledge  for  one  year,  and 

Father  K - says  that  he  will  make  him  renew'  it  when  the  year  has 

expired.  As  father  has  quit  drinking  there  will  be  a  happy  home  for 
mother,  I  attended  and  received  at  the  Forty  Hours’  devotion  the  other 
week,  and  what  I  must  say  is  this :  you  have  been  better  to  me  than  my 
own  father,  in  one  way.  I  am  only  a  poor  boy,  and  can’t  pay  you  for 
your  kindness,  only  by  my  prayers,  I  have  all  your  letters  saved,  and 
books  and  papers.  You  have  been  a  faithful  friend  tome.  Write  to  me 
one  letter  of  good  advice,  and  let  our  correspondence  come  to  a  close,  for 
I  don’t  think  it  right  to  keep  you  bothered  with  me,  a  stranger  to  you. 
Dear  friend,  it  makes  tears  come  to  my  eyes  to  say  good-bye,  and  God 
bless  you,  for  all  your  kindness  to  me.’” 


Among  the  incidents  mentioned  in  reports  is  an  interest¬ 
ing  account  by  St.  Elizabeth’s  Conference,  of  its  efforts  to 
maintain  the  school  founded  seven  years  ago  at  ]STorth  Penn 
Village,  a  remote  and  thinly  settled  corner  of  the  parish, 
“  to  minister  to  the  wants  of  a  class  of  people  who  wonld 
not  take  the  trouble  to  come  to  the  Sunday  School  attached 
to  the  Church.”  “The  result  is  apparent  in  many  ways  : 
parents  have  been  brought  to  their  duty,  children  baptised, 
missions — forty  hours — have  been  attended,  and  the  whole 
condition  of  the  people  in  this  section  improved.  During 
the  past  year  no  less  than  25  young  men,  who  perhaps 
learned  their  first  prayers  at  our  school,  joined  the  temper¬ 
ance  society.” 

The  Aspirant  Conference  of  St.  Stanislaus  has 
been  particularly  active  this  winter  in  the  course  of  free 
lectures  and  entertainments  given  for  the  young  men  of  the 
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parish,  a  number  of  lecturers  of  great  ability  and  reputation 
having  given  their  talent  to  this  good  undertaking. 

The  Annunciation  Conference  mentions  the  instance 
of  a  poor  emigrant  woman  who  was  unable  to  find  friends, 
and  about  to  give  birth  to  a  child  :  after  wandering  the 
streets  she  was  taken  to  a  station  house  for  shelter  during 
the  night,  when  some  members  of  the  Conference  hearing 
of  her  case,  had  her  removed  to  the  Maternity  Hospital. 

As  an  evidence  of  interest  in  the  Society’s  works  it  may 
be  well  to  mention  I  hat  seven  members  of  St.  Peters  Con¬ 
ference  in  Reading,  Pa.,  came  all  the  way  to  this  city,  a 
distance  of  52  miles,  to  attend  the  General  Meeting,  held 
on  the  evening  of  December  11th  last. 

******* 

The  Particular  Council  in  closing  this  report  deeply 
regrets  the  circumstances  which  caused  the  resignation  of 
its  late  President.  The  requisite  steps  are  being  taken  to 
fill  the  vacancy  at  the  earliest  possible  day.  In  the  mean¬ 
time,  let  us  pray  fervently  that  the  Holy  Spirit  will  direct 
and  govern  us  in  the  choice  we  are  about  to  make. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Particular  Council  reports,  receipts 
$681.65,  expenses,  $965.61,  and  balance  in  treasury,  Dec. 
31st,  1887,  $9.79.  In  the  receipts  and  expenditures  are  in¬ 
cluded  the  Jubilee  offerings,  subscriptions  to  Bulletins  and 
contributions  to  the  Superior  Council  which  were  all  for¬ 
warded  to  their  respective  destinations. 

BALTIMORE,  MARYLAND. 

The  Council  and  fourteen  Conferences  send  us  their  re¬ 
ports.  One  Conference,  St.  Mary,  Star  of  the  Sea,  is  miss¬ 
ing,  and  we  receive  the  first  report  of  the  Conference  of 
St.  Andrew. 
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The  reports  are  carefully  prepared  and  we  congratulate 
the  Council  on  the  growth  of  the  Society  and  its  works  in 
the  City  of  Baltimore. 

The  following  statistics  for  the  two  years,  will  show  a 
comparative  statement  which  favors  the  year  1887.

The  Secretary  writes  : 


“  The  average  attendance  of  representatives  of  Conferences  at  the  Coun¬ 
cil  meetings  is  abaut  91  per  cent.  The  average  attendance  at  Quarterly 
Mass  and  General  Meetings  is  from  60  to  75  per  cent.  The  attendance  at 
both  would  be  much  larger  were  it  not  for  the  distance  from  a  number  of 
parishes  to  the  Cathedral,  but  the  Presidents  report  that  nearly  all  the 
members  attend  Mass  on  those  days  at  their  several  churches.  The  Gen¬ 
eral  Meetings  are  usually  well  attended.” 

The  Treasurer  reports  receipts  $979.36,  expenses  $1,098.44, 
and  balance  Dec.  31st,  1887,  $180.80. 

The  President  writes  as  follows  : 

“  We  have  nothing  of  importance  to  report,  and  while  the  life  and 
condition  of  our  C  mferences  are  as  heretofore,  and  on  the  whole  satisfac¬ 
tory,  still  there  is  always  room  for  improvement.  Thus  we  hope  to  go 
on  in  our  endeavors  to  improve  in  charity  to  our  poor  and  among  our¬ 
selves,  *  *  *  While  I  do  not  fear  to  say  that  our  brothers 

have  looked  to  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  poor,  yet,  owing  to  defects  in 
the  keeping  of  our  records,  the  reports  do  not  show  this  as  clearly  as  they 
should.  *  *  *  The  special  work  in  the  Penal  Institutions, 

under  the  care  of  the  Particular  Council,  I  am  glad  to  say,  is  going  on 
well. 
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“  We  meet  with  difficulties,  of  course,  and  realize  that  more  might  be 
done,  but  we  must  have  patience,  and  try  not  to  allowT  ourselves  to  be¬ 
come  discouraged. 

“This  Council  reports  the  application  for  aggregation  by  one  (St. 
Andrew’s)  Conference,  and  is  hopeful  of  having,  to  report  at  an  early  d ate, 
the  formation  of  two  other  Conferences. 

“Our  efforts  to  revive  the  Conference  of  St.  Mary,  Star  of  the  Sea, 
have  so  far  proved  ineffectual.” 

“We  have  received  a  very  interesting  and  instructive  report  of  the 
Special  Work  of  the  Council,  and  will  give  extracts  from  it,  regretting 
very  much  that  space  will  not  permit  us  to  embody  it  in  full  in  the 
report. 

HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION, 

(17  miles  from  Baltimore.) 

“  There  are  180  white  and  black  prisoners  in  this  institution,  of  which 
26  are  women. 

,  “  The  Chaplain,  Rev.  Father  McHugh,  with  four  teachers,  visit  this  In¬ 
stitution  twice  a  month,  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  Sunday  School  and 
preaching.  Books  are  also  distributed  among  the  prisoners  ficm  a  well- 
stocked  library. 

“On  the  fourth  Sunday  of  the  month  the  Chaplain  sings  Mass,  and 
about  one-half  the  prisoners  attend.  *  *  *  Of  the  interesting 

incidents  we  will  mention  the  following  :  A  prisoner  after  being  dis¬ 
charged  was  again  encountered  without  home,  shelter  and  food.  He  was 
taken  care  of  for  a  few  days,  when  a  good  situation  was  found  for  him, 
and  his  employer  is  w7ell  pleased  with  him.  The  man  has  attended  to  his 
religious  duties,  showed  himself  very  grateful,  and  wished  to  return  some 
of  the  money  spent  for  him. 


CITY  JAIL. 

“  For  want  of  teachers  and  because  they  are  more  needed  for  the  other 
institutions,  there  is  only  one  of  our  brothers  who  visits  this  institution 
on  Sundays.  We  shall  try  to  supply  more  teachers.  The  women  are  now 
in  a  separate  room  and  we  are  endeavoring  to  find  some  female  teachers 
for  them.  *  *  *  During  the  week  the  Chaplain  also  visits  the 

prison  to  hear  confessions  or  minister  to  the  sick.  *  *  *  The 

prisoners  in  this  institution  are  there  but  for  a  short  time  ;  to  tin  m,  ap¬ 
parently,  not  much  permanent  good  can  be  done.  *  *  *  Some 

Christmas  gifts  were  given  to  those  atter  ding  Sunday  School.  *  * 

This  prison  contains  persons  sentenced  for  a  short  period  or  awaiting 
trial.  *  *  *  We  could  not  ascertain  the  number  of  Catholics.

PENITENTIARY. 

“  From  fifteen  to  twenty  members  teach  Sunday  School  every  week  in 
this  institution  to  about  sixty  white  and  about  seventy  colored  prisoners. 
If  we  succeed  in  obtaining  more  teachers,  still  more  scholars  will  be  found. 
A  large  fine  room  has  been  especially  fitted  up  for  Sunday  School,  with 
cases  for  a  library  containing  about  a  thousand  books,  and  which  is  taken 
care  of  by  a  couple  of  the  more  intelligent  prisoners.  There  is  a  well- 
furnishcd  Chapel  provided  with  everything  necessary  and  even  with 
many  ornaments.  Every  Sunday  morning  Mass  is  offered  up,  and  par¬ 
ticularly  on  the  fourth  Sunday  of  every  month,  many  receive  Holy  Com¬ 
munion.  The  Chaplain  can  hear  confessions  on  Saturdays  and  gives  short 
instructions  every  Sunday  at  Mass  and  catechism  teachings.  On  the  first 
Sunday  of  each  month  there  is  a  regular  sermon  at  which  all  of  the  pris¬ 
oners  attend. 

“  Easter  Sunday  and  Christmas  were  celebrated  with  great  solemnity. 
The  altar  was  handsomely  decorated  with  plants  and  flowers,  some  sup¬ 
plied  by  a  Protestant  lady,  and  a  fine  choir  sang  on  these  occasions. 

“  Thirty  prisoners  received  Holy  Communion  at  Easter  and  forty  last 
Christmas.  Prisoners  also  received  suitable  presents  and  three  hundred 
attended  Mass  on  that  occasion. 

“  Among  other  incidents  are  the  following  :  A  colored  man,  not  a  Cath¬ 
olic,  asked  for  instructions  in  the  Faith,  was  baptized  and  died  a  Catholic. 
Another  helpless  man  was  received  in  the  institution  of  the  Little  Sisters 
of  the  Poor.  One,  addicted  to  drink,  took  the  pledge,  on  the  occasion  of 
his  release,  was  provided  with  clothing  and  means  and  sent  to  Philadel¬ 
phia. 

BAY  VIEW  ASYLUM. 

“  Six  members  of  special  work  visit  this  Institution  every  Sunday 
morning  to  teach  and  instruct  those  confined  in  the  Hospitals.  Mass  is 
said  every  Sunday  by  a  Redemptorist  Father  from  the  neighboring 
Church  of  the  ‘  Sacred  Heart.’  *  *  *  We  are  trying  to  induce 
some  Catholic  ladies  to  attend  the  women  in  the  Hospital,  which,  of 
course,  is  separated  from  that  of  the  men. 

“  There  are  about  fifteen  hundred  inmates  in  this  institution,  white  and 
black,  and  among  them  many  Catholics.  Several  hundred  of  the  above 
number,  men  and  women,  are  insane  and  in  a  separate  building. 

“  As  heretofore  many  interesting  cases  come  under  our  notice  in  this 
institution.  To  select  one  or  two  :  a  man,  who  had  not  attended  to  his 
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religious  duties,  died,  after  receiving  the  Sacraments,  but  expressed  such 
an  earnest  desire  to  be  buried  near  his  wife,  and  in  a  Catholic  church-yard 
in  a  village  about  24  miles  from  Baltimore,  that  one  of  our  brothers,  with 
the  assistance  of  one  of  the  officials,  had  him  conveyed  there,  themselves 
accompanying  the  body,  which  was  taken  to  the  Church,  attended  by 
other  friends  of  his,  and  the  priest  of  the  village,  who  preached  on  the 
occasion,  *  *  *  One  poor  man,  uneasy  about  his  religion,  was 

given  ‘  The  Faith  of  Our  Fathers’  to  read,  and  became  converted.  He 
died  subsequently  after  much  suffering,  and  with  all  the  Sacraments  of 
the  Church,  being  received  by  him  with  much  devotion  and  gratitude. 

“  There  have  been  altogether,  during  the  year,  29  Baptisms,  of  which 
7  are  converts,  1436  Confessions,  1359  Holy  Communions,  59  Last  Sacra¬ 
ments,  169  sick-bed  Administrations. 

‘‘In  all  the  Penal  Institutions,  it  is  due  to  the  officials  to  say,  that  they 
are  accomodating  and  kind,  as  far  as  their  rules  of  discipline  will  permit.” 


CITY  OF  WASHINGTON,  DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

We  have  received  reports  from  the  Council  and  seventeen 
Conferences.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Council  reports  having 
received  $178.40,  and  expended  $369.40. 

The  following  extracts  are  taken  from  the  letter  of  the 
Council  to  the  Superior  Council  of  New  York: 

“  To  the  President  of  the  Superior  Council  of  New  York  : 

“  Sir  and  Dear  Brother  :  We  have  the  Honor  to  submit  the  report  of 
our  Society  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1887.  It  is  with  great 
pleasure  that  we  record  the  organization  of  a  new  Conference  and  the 
aggregation  of  one  of  our  Aspirant  Conferences. 

“On  December  5,  1886,  the  Conference  of  St.  Theresa’s,  Anacostia, 
D.C.,  was  organized  with  eleven  members.  Its  roll  of  members  has  stead¬ 
ily  increased,  and  now  numbers  twenty-six.  It  promises  to  be  a  valuable 
addition  to  our  Society. 

“  On  May  22,  St.  Matthew’s  Aspirant  Conference  celebrated  its  aggre¬ 
gation  by  receiving  Holy  Communion  in  a  body  at  St.  Matthew’s  Church. 

“  The  attendance  of  the  officers  and  of  the  Conferences  represented  at 
the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Particular  Council  averaged  72  per  cent.,  as 
follows  : 
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“  Applications  for  aggregation  with  the  general  Society  have  been  made 
by  St.  Theresa's  Conference  and  by  the  Aspirant  Conferences  of  St.  Aloy- 
sius’,  St.  Peter's  and  the  Immaculate  Conception. 

“  The  attendance  of  the  members  at  the  Masses  celebrated  on  the  four 


festivals  of  the  Society  averaged  88  per  cent.,  and  at  the  general  meetings 
35  per  cent. 

The  following  summary  of  members,  works,  and  finances,  for  the  years 
1886-87,  shows  a  most  gratifying  increase,  and  is  an  evidence  of  the  zeal 
and  devotion  of  our  brothers  to  the  works  of  charity, 
that  St.  Theresa's  Conference,  though  organized  in 
not  included  in  our  report  for  that  year.

“  The  Golden  Jubilee  of  our  Holy  Father,  Pope  Leo  XIII..  was  appro¬ 
priately  remembered  by  most  of  our  Conferences,  special  offerings  being 
made  by  the  members  for  that  purpose. 

“  In  December  the  Rt.  Rev.  J.  J.  Keane,  Bishop  of  Richmond,  delivered 
a  brilliant  lecture  on  Pope  Leo  XIII.,  at  Harris’ Bijou  Theatre,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Particular  Council.  The  lecture  was  a  great  success.  The 
amount  of  the  proceeds  was  not  reported  in  time  to  be  included  in  this  re¬ 
port.  The  President  of  the  United  States,  in  response  to  an  invitation  to 
be  present,  sent  an  autograph  letter  expressing  his  regret  in  not  being  able 
to  attend,  and  inclosed  his  check  for  $25. 

*  *  ¥t  * 

“  Our  Conferences  did  not  neglect  their  usual  custom  of  distributing 
Christmas  dinners  to  the  poor.  They  also  remembered  the  little  ones  and 
supplied  them  with  candies,  toys,  etc.,  thus  carrying  sunshine  and  glad¬ 
ness  into  homes  which  would  otherwise  have  been  desolate  at  that  joyous 
season . 

“  We  regret  to  report  the  death  of  our  late  efficient  Secretary,  Mr.  John 
Bingham,  who  was  at  all  times  zealous  not  only  in  the  cause  of  St.  Vin¬ 
cent,  but  in  all  other  good  works. 

CONFERENCE  NOTES. 

“  St.  Peter’s  Conference  reports  having  secured  the  admission  of  three 
children  into  St.  Vincent’s  Orphan  Asylum  and  two  into  St.  Joseph’s,  and 
six  sick  persons  into  Providence  Hospital. 

“  The  Conference  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  record  a  number  of 
most  interesting  cases.  The  brothers  discovered  a  family  consisting  of  a 
mother  and  three  children  in  one  room  with  an  old  bedstead,  which  had 
been  borrowed,  a  box  for  a  table,  one  chair,  an  old  stove,  and  a  trunk. 
They  were  about  to  be  turned  into  the  street  for  unpaid  rent.  A  collection 
was  taken  up  for  their  relief  and  the  rent  paid,  one  of  the  brothers  sup¬ 
plied  them  with  bed  covering,  the  youngest  child  was  placed  in  an  orphan 
asylum,  work  was  obtained  for  the  mother  and  daughter,  and  more  com¬ 
fortable  rooms  secured  for  them.  Another  case  came  to  the  notice  of  the 
Conference  consisting  of  husband  and  wife.  They  had  no  food  or  fuel 
the  husband  was  sick  with  rheumatism  and  unable  to  perform  his  usual 
work.  The  brothers  collected  money  to  pay  his  rent,  and  attended  to  the 
urgent  wants  of  the  family.  Owing  to  their  ministrations  he  is  now  able 
to  work,  and  is  getting  along  very  well.  An  incident  in  this  case  worthy 
of  mention  is  the  poor  man’s  devotion  to  the  Blessed  Virgin,  before  whose 
statue  he  keeps  a  light  constantly  burning.  He  says  that  when  a  young 
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man  he  was  addicted  to  the  use  of  strong  drink,  and  was  unable  to  resist 
the  temptation  until  he  begged  the  assistance  of  our  Blessed  Mother,  and 
promised  if  she  would  aid  him  that  he  would  keep  a  candle  burning  morn¬ 
ing  and  evening  before  her  statue.  From  that  time  a  single  drink  of 
liquor  made  him  sick. 

“  An  old  woman  whom  the  Conference  aided  for  over  twenty  years  died 
recently  at  the  advanced  age  of  103  years. 

“  Holy  Trinity  Conference  reports  the  conversion  of  an  old  lady,  who 
was  moved  by  the  kind  attention  of  the  brothers  to  a  poor  and  sickly 
woman  residing  in  the  same  house  with  herself.  She  was  baptized  a  few 
days  before  her  death,  the  Conference  assisting  at  her  funeral. 

“St.  Stephen’s  Conference  reports  the  conversion  of  an  old  man  aged 
seventy-two  years,  and  the  return  to  the  faith  of  his  wife,  who  for  twelve 
years  had  neglected  her  duties. 

CONFERENCE  OF  SPECIAL  WORKS. 

“  The  Conference  of  Special  Works  continued  during  the  past  year  its 
labors  at  the  Reform  School,  Almshouse,  and  District  Jail ;  and,  in  addi¬ 
tion,  visited  the  Boy’s  Industrial  Home  and  Freedman’s  Hospital.  It  is 
impossible  to  estimate  the  value  of  the  work  done  in  these  institutions,  or 
the  consolation  afforded  the  unfortunate  inmates  by  the  visits  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  Conference. 

REFORM  SCHOOL. 

“  This  institution  contains  on  an  average  forty  Catholic  boys,  of  which 
about  fifteen  are  colored.  We  are  allowed  to  teach  them  apart  from  Pro¬ 
testant  boys.  Good  order  is  kept  by  two  officers  of  the  institution  who 
are  Catholics.  Our  exercises  consist  of  prayers,  singing,  catechism,  and 
instructions.  Several  boys  have  been  supplied  with  homes  after  their  dis¬ 
charge  from  the  school.  The  Rev.  W.  S.  Caughy,  of  Laurel,  Md.,  visits 
the  school  occasionally,  hearing  confessions  and  instructing  the  inmates. 

BOYS’  INDUSTRIAL  HOME. 

“  Owing  to  the  opposition  encountered  from  the  board  of  directors  of 
this  institution  our  brothers  have  made  but  little  progress.  Steps  have 
been  taken  to  overcome  this  difficulty. 

ALMSHOUSE,  WORKHOUSE  AND  HOSPITAL. 

“This  institution  includes  seven  departments,  and  is  visited  by  from 
seven  to  ten  of  our  members.  The  number  of  Catholic  inmates  varies 
from  forty  to  sixty  ;  twenty-five  or  thirty  of  these  are  regular  communi¬ 
cants.  The  reverend  Fathers  of  St.  Peter’s  Parish  attend  to  their  spiritual 
wants,  say  Mass  occasionally,  and  hear  confessions. 
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“  The  following  special  cases  are  reported  :  An  unfortunate  man  addicted 
to  intemperance,  was  induced  to  take  the  pledge  for  three  years.  When 
able  to  withstand  the  fatigues  of  the  journey,  he  was  sent  to  his  family, 
who  reside  in  the  North.  Before  his  departure  he  made  his  confession 
and  received  Holy  Communion. 

“  Two  fallen  women  were  transferred  from  the  Hospital  and  Workhouse 
to  the  Home  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 

“  One  of  the  brothers  obtained  the  release  of  two  female  strangers  who 
could  not  speak  English,  and  who  had  been  wrongly  sent  to  the  Work- 
house. 

“  A  young  man  whose  condition  indicated  a  speedy  death  was  prepared 
to  make  his  confession,  received  the  sacraments,  and  died  in  happy  dispo¬ 
sition. 

“  A  Protestant,  touched  by  the  zeal  of  our  brothers,  asked  to  be  received 
into  the  Church.  He  was  instructed  and  prepared  for  death,  which  hap¬ 
pened  soon  afterwards. 

DISTRICT  JAIL. 

“  The  Jail  is  visited  regularly  every  Sunday  by  from  four  to  six  mem¬ 
bers.  The  number  of  Catholic  inmates  varies  from  thirty  to  fifty,  includ¬ 
ing  colored  men.  The  Jail  is  divided  into  two  wings.  Our  brothers  visit 
every  cell  and  hold  services  in  one  of  the  larger  ones.  We  feel  confident 
that  great  good  has  been  done  here.  One  deserving  colored  man  was  re¬ 
leased  on  the  recommendation  of  our  brothers.  Another  colored  man, 
claiming  to  have  been  a  preacher,  was  attracted  by  the  devotion  of  the 
Holy  Rosary,  in  which  he  joined.  He  was  instructed  and  received  into  the 
Church  after  his  release. 

FREEDMAN’S  HOSPITAL. 

“  From  six  to  eight  of  our  members  visit  this  institution  every  Sunday. 
The  Catholic  patients  number  from  twenty  to  forty.  Our  brothers  visit 
the  four  wards  for  men.  The  Rev.  Fathers  of  St.  Augustine’s  parish  at¬ 
tend  especially  to  the  colored  people.  The  whites  are  attended  by  the 
Fathers  of  the  parish  of  the  Immaculate  Conception.  Among  the  good 
results  accomplished  by  our  brothers,  we  mention  the  following  cases  : 

“  One  white  man,  a  carpenter,  was  sent  to  a  home  offered  him  in  Vir¬ 
ginia.  He  was  supplied  with  clothes  and  money  to  defray  his  expenses  on 
the  way.  One  white  and  two  colored  men  were  taught  by  the  brothers 
and  prepared  to  receive  the  Sacraments  of  Baptism  and  Holy  Communion. 
A  convalescent  was  sent  to  his  home  in  Rhode  Island.  A  man  who  was 
brought  to  the  Hospital  in  a  dying  condition  received  the  sacraments  of 
the  Church.  The  brothers  attended  his  funeral,  furnishing  conveyances 
for  his  widow  and  children,  who  were  also  provided  with  necessaries  for 
several  weeks.  A  colored  man  in  the  last  stages  of  consumption  was 
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approached  by  our  brothers.  He  said  he  could  not  be  a  Catholic,  as  he- 
was  a  Freemason.  He  was  given  a  medal  of  the  Blessed  Virgin,  and 
promised  to  repeat  the  Holy  Names  of  Jesus  and  Mary  frequently.  The 
following  Sunday  he  asked  for  a  priest,  was  instructed,  and  died  a  Cath¬ 
olic  .  Previous  to  his  death  he  requested  the  brothers  to  take  charge  of  the 
religious  instruction  of  his  two  sons.” 

The  letter  concludes  as  follows  : 

“Although  our  Society  is  doing  a  great  work  in  relieving  sufferings 
visiting  the  sick,  and  offering  kind  advice  to  the  ignorant  and  distressed 
of  every  creed  and  race,  Catholics  who  have  not  enlisted  with  us  should 
not  imagine  that  there  is  nothing  left  for  them  to  do.  Not  only  is  the  field 
for  the  practice  of  charity  wide  enough  to  afford  work  for  all,  but  the 
spiritnal  good  gained  by  the  sons  of  St.  Vincent  should  move  Christians 
to  enroll  their  names  beneath  the  banner  of  our  great  patron, 

“  A  reference  to  the  Pontifical  briefs  granting  rich  indulgences  to  this 
work  should  certainly  be  a  sufficient  incentive  to  all  loyal  sons  of  the 
Church  and  faithful  children  of  our  Sovereign  Pontiff  to  hasten  to  become 
affiliated  with  the  Society  of  which  we  have  the  honor  to  be  members.” 

The  Particular  Council  furnishes  us,  as  usual,  with  a 
very  well  prepared  printed  report. 

No  comment  on  above  report  is  necessary,  as  it  explains 
itself  and  gives  us  practical  proof  of  the  zeal  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  Society  in  the  District  of  Columbia,

PITTSBURGH,  PENNSYLVANIA. 

This  Council  does  not  send  us  a  report  and  we  have  re¬ 
ceived  the  report  of  but  one  Conference,  that  of  St.  Michael. 

St.  Michael’s  Conference  bravely  carries  on  the  work,, 
despite  so  many  discouraging  circumstances.  The  report 
for  this  year  is  a  very  good  one.  It  is  as  follows  :

We  hope  next  year  to  have  the 
pleasure  of  presenting  a  report  from  this  Council,  and  the 
Conferences,  from  which  we  have  had  no  report  in  some 
years. 

LOUISVILLE,  KENTUCKY, 

We  have  received  reports  from  the  Council  and  seven  of 
the  Conferences  of  this  city.

In  comparing  the  aggregates  of  the  two  years  we  notice 
that  the  average  attendance,  in  both  cases,  is  remarkably 
small.  Although  the  active  members  on  roll  for  1887  is 
larger,  the  attendance  is  smaller  than  that  of  the  year  1886. 

Our  explanation  of  this  is  that  in  sending  in  the  reports 
two  Conferences  neglected  giving  the  average  attendance  ; 
one  Conference  had  38,  and  the  other  9  members  on  the 
roll,  December  31,  1887.  If  we  had  the  average  of  those 
Conferences,  the  comparison  would  be  more  favorable,  but 
the  average,  in  any  case,  is  not  as  high  as  we  would  exjiect. 
The  falling  off  in  families  relieved  is  explained  by  extracts 
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from  the  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  which  we 
insert  below. 

The  Treasurer  reports  $40,35  received,  $16.25  expended,, 
and  a  balance,  December  31,  1887,  of  $26.00. 

The  Secretary  writes  as  follows  : 

“  The  Conferences  during  the  past  year  have  had  less  calls  upon  them 
than  usual.  This  fact  I  attribute  to  the  cause  that  business  in  this  locality 
has  been  unusually  good,  and  work  abundant.  The  Conferences  seem  to 
be  generally  prospering,  but  the  general  meetings  are  not  well  attended. 
The  Cathedral,  St.  Patrick’s  and  St.  John’s  Conferences  have  each  quite  a 
number  of  young  men  on  their  rolls.  *  *  * 

“  The  Cathedral  Conference  undertook  to  visit  the  jails  and  made  one 
visit.  Only  one  Catholic  was  found  out  of  nearly  three  hundred  prisoners. 

“One  Conference  is  greatly  assisted  by  a  ladies  society  called  ‘The 
Elizabethian  Committee  of  the  Third  Order.’  We  trust  that  next  year  we 
will  be  able  to  give  a  more  complete  report  of  this  Council.” 


The  Secretary  explaining  the  cause  of  not  sending  the 
reports  of  the  two  missing  Conferences,  writes  as  follows  : 

“St.  Bridget’s  will  likely  not  report  this  year  as  the  Conference  wa& 
suffered  to  go  out  of  existence,  and  is  now  in  the  course  of  revivification, 
St.  Columba’s  and  Our  Lady  Star  of  the  Sea  Conferences  are  very  anxious 
for  aggregation.  Their  aggregation  papers  were  sent  in  long  ago,  but  so. 
far  have  not  been  heard  from.” 

The  Superior  Council  communicated  with  the  Particular 
Council  of  Louisville,  in  relation  to  the  delay  in  the  aggre¬ 
gation  of  the  above  named  Conferences,  explaining  the 
cause  of  no  action  having  been  taken,  and  we  hope  the 
next  report  will  note  the  aggregation  of  two  more  Confer¬ 
ences  in  Louisville. 

DUBUQUE,  IOWA. 

We  have  received  the  reports  of  the  two  Conferences  of 
this  Council.  They  are  very  well  prepared.

As  will  be  seen  by  the  report,  there  is  an  increase  in  work 
performed  for  the  year  1887.  There  is  also  a  slight  increase 
in  the  membership,  and  the  average  attendance  is  very 
good.  The  Superior  Council  is  pleased  to  notice  the  care 
given  in  preparing  the  reports.  The  attendance  at  Quar¬ 
terly  Mass  and  General  Meetings  is  very  fair. 

The  President  writes  : 

“The  members  are  not  regular  in  attendance  at  meetings,  owing,  I 
presume,  to  the  fact  that  they  have  very  little  to  do.  There  are  many 

poor  and  destitute  families  in  Dubuque,  but  the  County  provides  for  them. 

*  *  *  * 

“With  a  population  of  not  more  than  30,000,  the  County  expended 
last  year  on  poor  relief,  $30,000.  *  * 

“  We  report  cases  of  destitution  to  the  Poor  Director,  who  furnishes 
them  assistance  at  once.  We  received  $30.00  in  cash  for  the  poor  last 
year,  also  groceries  and  clothing,  which  are  not  included  in  the  report.” 

The  Conferences  provide  poor  children  with  books  and 
clothing,  certain  members  being  especially  appointed  for 
that  work. 

ST.  PAUL,  MINNESOTA. 

We  have  received  reports  from  the  Council  and  five  Con¬ 
ferences.  One  Conference,  St.  Michael  of  St.  Paul,  is  miss¬ 
ing. 

We  have  received  no  reports  from  the  Minneapolis  Con¬ 
ferences  for  the  past  two  years. 

They  started  the  organization  of  a  Council  in  the  latter 
place  in  1886,  but  we  are  not  aware  of  the  organization. 
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having  been  perfected.  We  have  written  for  information, 
but  we  have  failed  to  obtain  any  as  yet.  We  hope,  before 
the  end  of  the  year,  to  have  an  account  of  the  progress 
made  in  the  works  of  the  Society  in  that  section.

The  President  of  the  Council  writes  as  follows  : 


“We  respectfully  forward  the  reports  of  the  Conferences  for  the  year 
1887.  We  regret  that  the  delay  of  some  of  our  Conferences  made  ic  im¬ 
possible  for  us  to  complete  our  report  at  an  earlier  date.  Even  now  we 
find  it  impossible  to  have  St.  Michael’s  Conference  in  the  report.  In  re¬ 
viewing  the  past  year,  we  find  it  one  of  general  prosperity.  Asa  con¬ 
sequence,  very  few  remarkable  cases  of  suffering  appear  amongst  our 
poor. 

“The  new  parishes  of  St.  Patrick  and  St.  John,  will  have  Conferences 
established  during  the  ensuing  year.  We  are  sorry  that  the  Conference  of 
Hastings  has  not  recuperated  ;  as  it  is  in  a  farming  centre,  the  necessity 
for  our  work  is  not  very  great.  We  have  reason  to  believe  the  Conference 
•at  Faribault  will  be  in  line  for  our  next  report.” 


The  Conference  of  St.  Joseph  writes  : 

“We  consider  that  the  advice  and  suggestions  which  our  visitors  make, 
to  the  poor  people  in  the  matter  of  helping  themselves,  amounts  to  vastly 
more  benefit  than  what  we  give  them  in  any  other  form  or  manner.” 
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St.  Paul’s  Conference  writes  that  the  store-room,  which 
was  mentioned  in  the  last  report  as  having  just  been  started, 
has  been  a  grand  success. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  receive  reports  so  well  prepared  as  the 
reports  of  the  Conferences  of  this  Council. 

CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS. 

The  Council  and  nineteen  Conferences  have  reported  to 
the  Superior  Council.  The  Council’s  receipts  are  $392.07 
and  the  expenditures  $389.10. 

The  receipts  and  expenditures  include  $200  for  the  Papal 
Jubilee  Fund  and  $88  to  the  Superior  Council,

The  following  extracts  are  taken  from  the  report  of  the 
Council: 

“  There  is  but  little,  if  any,  change  to  report  of  the  general  condition  of 
the  Conferences  of  this  Council,  as  having  occurred  during  the  year  1887. 

“No  Conference  was  lost,  nor  was  any  new  one  brought  into  the 
Society  during  the  year.  We  have  simply  held  our  own. 

“  It  was  stated  in  our  last  report  that  the  organization  of  numberless 
other  associations,  all  presenting  greater  attractions  to  members  than  we 
can  offer  them,  tended  very  materially  to  retard  the  advancement  of  our 
Society.  This  drawback  to  the  prosperity  of  the  Society  still  exists  ;  and 
it  may  be  that  in  view  of  it  we  have  reason  to  be  thankful  that  we  have 
succeeded  in  holding  our  own. 
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“  In  this  connection  we  have  to  acknowledge  that  we  have  been  greatly 
aided  by  the  countenance  and  support  of  the  church  authorities.  His 
Grace,  Archbishop  Feehan,  has  favored  us  with  his  presence  and  encour¬ 
aged  us  with  his  words  at  every  one  of  our  annual  meetings.  His  kind 
remarks  on  these  occasions,  we  can  safely  assert,  has  much  to  do  with 
keeping  the  Society  together,  and  we  hope  the  Society  will  always  deserve 
the  compliment  which  he  lately  gave  it  by  announcing,  as  he  kindly  did, 
that  this  Society  relieved  him  in  a  great  measure  of  solicitude  in  the 
matter  of  caring  for  the  poor.  To  very  many  of  the  pastors  we  are  also 
largely  indebted  for  encouragement  and  assistance  in  the  work  of  the 
Society.  In  fact,  the  vast  importance  of  this  work  is  made  more  clear  and 
distinct  to  all  of  us  when  we  see  so  many  good  and  capable  men  taking  so 
much  pains  to  assist  and  direct  us  in  carrying  it  through. 

“The  officers  of  the  Council  report  having  visited  many  of  the  Con¬ 
ferences  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  and  having  found  well  attended 
meetings,  working  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.  Many  interesting  facts 
were  brought  out  which  it  is  a  matter  of  regret  do  not  appear  in  reports, 
owing,  presumably,  to  the  modesty  of  the  Conference  officers  restraining 
them  from  giving  anything  like  publicity  to  their  good  deeds.'5 


We  note  following  special  matters  reported  by  Con¬ 
ferences  : 

“  The  Holy  P’amily  Conference  reports  giving  special  atteffiion  to  seeing 
that  the  children  of  the  poor  attend  parochial  schools,  and  that  those  who 
do  not,  receive  the  necessary  instructions  for  a  worthy  reception  of  the 
sacraments.  The  poor  are  visited  every  week.  Sixty  per  cent,  of  the 
members  of  this  Conference  attend  the  quarterly  meetings,  and  seventy 
per  cent,  receive  Holy  Communion  monthly. 

“  The  St.  James  Conference  reports  having  lately  rescued  a  poor  colored 
man  from  a  degraded  life,  cared  for  him  in  such  a  manner  as  to  draw  his 
mind  to  better  things,  and  so  successfully  that  he  became  a  sincere  con¬ 
vert,  and  died  in  a  manner  which  convinced  his  rescuers  that  through  the 
agency  of  the  visitors  ©f  the  Society  another  scul  had  been  saved.  This 
Conference  also  reports  the  reception  by  the  members  of  Holy  Communion 
monthly.  The  members  of  this  Conference  have  undertaken  the  arduous 
task  of  providing  homes  and  occupations  for  destitute  and  helpless  people 
of  every  age  and  sex  ;  their  success  in  this  special  line  has  been  little  less 
than  wonderful.  While  engaged  in  this  work  they  have  in  no  respect 
neglected  the  usual  attention  to  the  general  poor  of  their  parish. 

“  The  Holy  Name  Conference  reports  giving  special  and  very  successful 
attention  to  the  reclamation  of  drunkards  of  both  sexes.  This  Conference 
has  undertaken  the  task  of  visiting  the  county  jail,  and  reports  having 
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distributed  among  the  prisoners  vast  quantities  of  good  reading  matter, 
including  200  catechisms.  This  Conference  also  reports  having  succeeded 
in  placing  a  number  of  children  of  both  sexes  in  Catholic  institutions,  as 
well  as  having  drawn  a  number  of  reckless  and  indifferent  Catholics  into 
religious  societies,  not  neglecting  in  the  meantime  to  attend  in  the  usual 
manner  to  the  poor  in  the  parish  needing  general  relief. 

“  St.  Malacliy’s  Conference  deems  it  due  to  their  pastor  to  report  that 
at  the  funeral  of  every  one  of  their  poor  who  has  died,  a  requiem  High 
Mass  has  been  celebrated  over  the  remains,  without  any  charge  whatever,” 


SAN  FRANCISCO.  CALIFORNIA, 

We  have  received  reports  from  the  nine  Conferences  of 
this  Council.  St.  Brendan’s  Conference  appears  for  the 
first  time. 

During  the  year  six  Conferences  were  aggregated. 

The  following  summary  will  give  an  idea  of  the  workings 
of  the  Conferences  for  the  last  two  years  :

Members .  97  153 

Average  attendance .  64  89 

Families  relieved .  504  669 

Visits  made .  3,18  2,732 

Collected  at  meetings .  $  418  $1,291 

Receipts .  6,356  5,211 

Expenditures .  5,830  4,919 


As  seen  by  the  above  comparison  there  is  a  large  increase 
in  the  number  of  members. 

The  small  average  attendance  is  due  in  one  case  to  the 
subdividing  of  a  parish  which  deprived  the  Conference  of  a 
large  number  of  members. 

It  is  explained,  in  other  cases,  by  the  difficulty  usually 
experienced  in  forming  Conferences  in  the  beginning,  of 
members  who  will  persevere  in  the  good  work. 

The  following  extract  is  taken  from  the  letter  accompany¬ 
ing  the  reports  : 
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“  Our  next  General  Meeting  will  be  held  on  the  first  Sunday  in  Lent. 
■*  *  *  It  is  hoped  that  the  proper  papers  will  be  signed  for  appli¬ 

cation  to  the  Council  General,  through  your  Council,  for  all  the  credentials 
as  a  Particular  Council.  As  a  Provisional  Council  we  are  doing  fair  work, 
but  we  have  labored  in  the  past  under  the  disadvantage  of  ‘  Newness,’ 
and  we  are  now  profiting  by  the  salutary  lessons  which  experience  gives . 

4 ‘The  Secretaries  of  the  Conferences  are  mostly' inexperienced,  and  the 
other  officers  have  no  time  to  devote  to  the  making  of  corrections. 

“  It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  in  another  year  our  report  of  special 
and  regular  work  will  redound  to  the  credit  of  the  Society  in  this  Arch¬ 
diocese. 

“  Our  revered  Archbishop  takes  a  special  interest  in  our  organization, 
and  his  presence  at  our  General  Meetings  is  always  an  incentive  to  perse¬ 
vere  in  the  good  work  the  Society  is  accomplishing.” 

The  Conference  reports  frequently  mention  the  attention 
given  by  members  to  Sunday  School  and  other  charitable 
work,  and  we  hope  next  year  to  furnish  an  interesting  ac¬ 
count  of  what  our  brother  members  in  San  Francisco  will 
have  done  during  the  year  1888. 

The  reports,  considering  the  inexperience  mentioned  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  are  very  well  prepared. 

ISOLATED  CONFERENCES. 

There  are  named  in  this  year’s  report  forty-two  Isolated 
Conferences.  Seven  have  not  reported.  * 

In  giving  an  account  of  such  a  large  number  of  Confer¬ 
ences  it  will  be  impossible  to  mention  all  in  detail,  and  we 
are  forced  to  omit  much  interesting  matter  through  need  of 
space.  We  hope  the  Conferences  not  mentioned  will  bear 
this  in  mind  and  not  feel  slighted  at  not  being  mentioned. 

By  referring  to  the  statistics  in  the  report,  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  statement  of  the  work  performed,  and  the  condition  of 
each  conference  will  be  found.  The  Conference  of  St. 
Patrick,  Cumberland,  Md.,  send  its  first  report,  which  is 
very  well  prepared  and  interesting.  St.  Xavier’s  Confer¬ 
ence,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  sends  its  first  report  in  some  years, 
and  is  evidently  full  of  zeal  in  the  cause  of  charity.  We 
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expect  to  hear  very  good  accounts  of  the  workings  of  this- 
Conference,  by  the  time  our  next  annual  paper  will  be  pre¬ 
pared. 

St.  Patrick's,  Portland,  Me.,  writes  : 

“  The  hard  times  and  severity  of  the  weather  have  caused  much  desti¬ 
tution.  Intemperance  has  also  wrought  its  usual  terrible  work. 

* 

“  But  the  energy  and  zeal  of  the  members,  supplemented  by  the  gen¬ 
erous  co-operation  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Healy,  have  enabled  us  to  meet 
the  demands  upon  us.” 

St.  Dominic’s  Conference,  Portland,  Me.,  speaks  of  the 
great  assistance  rendered  to  the  Conference  by  the  Ladies’ 
Sewing  Circle,  and  adds  : 

“  The  members  admitted  within  the  last  two  years  are  all  young  menr 
who  take  a  deep  interest  in  the  works  of  the  Society,  and  we  expect  next 
year  to  make  a  better  showing  than  the  Conference  has  yet  made.” 

St.  Joseph’s,  Manchester,  N.  H.,  writes  : 

“  As  this  State  is  entirely  under  the  control  of  non-Catholics,  it  is  dif¬ 
ficult  for  us  to  make  any  headway  in  visiting  the  prisons,  reformatories- 
and  other  state  institutions.  But  our  Conference  has  inaugurated  a  system 
of  distributing  Catholic  literature  among  the  inmates  of  such  institutions, 
and  we  expect  by  the  time  the  next  Annual  Report  is  made  out,  to  have 
some  interesting  results  to  mention  on  this  score,” 

St.  Bernard’s,  Fitchburg,  Mass.,  writes: 

“To  account  for  the  decrease  in  expenses,  as  compared  with  former 
years,  we  wish  to  state  that  although  the  past  year  was  a  season  of  great 
prosperity,  the  principal  cause  of  the  decrease  was  the  separation  from 
our  congregation  of  and  formation  of  a  new  parish  by  the  French  Cath¬ 
olics.” 

St.  Joseph’s,  Pittsfield,  Mass.,  writes: 

“  We  hope,  through  a  re-organization,  this  coming  Spring,  that  we  may 
be  able  to  increase  the  membership,  and  the  usefulness  of  the  Conference.5 
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St.  Mary’s,  Fall  Fiver,  Mass.,  sends  a  very  good  report. 
The  average  attendance  at  weekly  meetings  of  this  Confer¬ 
ence  is  excellent. 

St.  Patrick’s,  Valley  Falls,  R.  I.,  writes  : 

“  The  families  are  visited  at  least  once  a  week.  All  of  the  members 
receive  Holy  Communion,  with  the  'Holy  Name  Society,  at  least  four  times 
a  year.” 

St.  Joseph’s,  Yonkers,  N.  Y.,  sends  a  well  prepared  re¬ 
port,  and  adds  that  in  most  cases,  the  poverty,  which  they 
have  been  called  upon  to  relieve,  was  due  to  intemperance. 

We  have  a  very  good  report  from  Amsterdam,  N.  Y. 
This  Confererence  pays  particular  attention  to  teaching  the 
Catechism  to  and  preparing  working  boys  for  the  reception 
of  the  Sacraments.  They  have  accomplished  very  much  in 
this  direction. 

St.  Nicholas’,  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  writes : 


“We  are  doing  well.  The  beneficiaries  of  this  Conference  are  chiefly 
Protestant ;  many  are  colored  people.  We  have  no  poor  Catholics  really  in 
need.” 

The  Report  of  St.  John  the  Baptist’s  Conference,  Potts- 
ville,  Pa.,  shows  that  the  visiting  of  the  poor  is  carefully 
attended  to. 

St.  Patrick’s  Conference,  Erie,  Pa.,  writes  : 

“  This  Conference  has  little  of  interest  to  note  concerning  last  year’s 
report.  (1887;  *  *  *  Pauperism  has  been  on  the  wane  in  this 

city,  owing  to  an  increased  demand  for  labor.  This  accounts,  in  part,  for 
the  small  sum  expended  by  our  Conference  during  the  past  year.” 

St.  Peter’s  Conference,  Wilmington,  Del.,  gives  evidence 
of  having  performed  a  large  amount  of  work,  but  they 
failed  to  keep  a  record  of  visits  made. 

St.  Mary’s,  Alexandria,  Virginia,  sends  a  very  well  pre¬ 
pared  report.  The  Conference  refers  to  the  great  difficulty 
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experienced  in  keeping  up  a  regular  attendance  at  meet¬ 
ings,  and  the  trouble  in  drawing  young  men  into  the  Con¬ 
ference. 

The  President  of  the  Conference  writes : 

“  I  have  also  to  report  the  establishment  of  an  Aspirant  Conference, 
called  that  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  at  St.  John’s  Academy,  Alexandria, 
with  the  cordial  approval  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  of  Richmond.  We  ex¬ 
pect  it  will  improve  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  boys,  and  will  help  spread 
the  Society  through  the  country,  when  the  young  men  leave  college.  The 
students  of  the  Academy  are  from  different  parts  of  the  United  States.” 

St.  Patrick’s  Conference,  Richmond,  Virginia,  writes: 

“  We  would  suggest  that  more  interest  would  be  taken  in  the  Society 
if  the  Conference  of  this  city  were  formed  into  a  Particular  Council,  for 
the  better  interchange  of  work  and  experience.” 

St.  Peter’s,  Richmond,  Virginia,  sends  us  a  very  inter¬ 
esting  report,  and  the  Conference  speaks  very  enthusiasti¬ 
cally  of  the  interest  taken  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  in  the 
workings  of  the  Society  in  Richmond, 

St.  Joseph’s  Conference,  Wheeling,  W.  Va.,  reports 
having  received  a  large  quantity  of  groceries  and  coal  from 
the  city  authorities  for  distribution  amongst  the  poor.  The 
Ladies’  Aid  Society  connected  with  the  Cathedral  give  great 
assistance  to  the  Conference. 

St.  Patrick’s  Conference,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  furnishes  a 
very  carefully  prepared  report. 

The  President  of  the  Conference  of  St.  Francis  de  Sales, 
Toledo,  Ohio,  writes  : 

“  Our  meetings  were  not  held  regularly  during  the  year,  and  tlie  work 
of  the  Conference  was  less  than  it  would  otherwise  have  been.  We  are 
trying  hard  to  induce  the  members  to  take  more  active  interest  in  the 

work.” 

St.  Francis  Seraph  Conference,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  has  in 
contemplation  the  erection  of  a  “ Kindergarten  ”  to  effect- 
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ually  combat  the  efforts  of  proselytising  non-Catholics  in 
the  neighborhood.  The  Conferences  expect  to  begin  in  the 
early  part  of  1888,  by  inducing  the  St.  Joseph’s  Home  for 
poor  children  to  locate  in  their  midst. 

St.  Peter’s  Conference,  Covington,  Kentucky,  writes  : 

“  Our  Conference  is  small  and  there  are  not  many  poor.  Those  re¬ 
quiring  assistance  are  visited  regularly.” 


This  Conference  furnishes  a  very  carefully  prepared  re¬ 
port. 

The  Conference  of  St.  Mary,  Natchez,  Miss.,  presents  us 
with  an  interesting  report,  showing  that  the  poor  are  not 
being  neglected  by  them. 

The  Conference  of  the  Sacred  Heart  of  Jesus,  North 
Temescal,  California,  sends  a  very  accurate  and  neat  report. 
Three  conversions  were  brought  about  through  the  efforts 
of  the  members  of  this  Conference.  Two  were  deathbed 
conversions. 

The  two  Conferences  of  Oregon  City  send  very  encourag¬ 
ing  reports. 

The  Immaculate  Conception  Conference,  writes  : 

“  The  work  of  this  Conference  for  the  past  year,  does  not  show  much 
improvement  over  the  previons  year ;  but  much  has  been  done  by  the 
members  of  which  no  mention  is  made.  Neglected  children  were  sent  to 
institutions.  Several  adults,  sick  and  friendless,  were  sent  to  hospitals, 
and  many  other  acts  of  charity  were  performed.  *  *  * 

“We  are  going  along  harmoniously  and  expect  to  increase  our  mem¬ 
bership  materially,  before  our  next  report.” 


The  President  of  St.  Lawrence,  Oregon  City,  furnishes  us 
with  a  very  interesting  resume  of  the  year’s  work.  He 
speaks  of  the  great  zeal  of  the  members  in  the  visiting  of 
the  poor  and  looking  after  their  spiritual  welfare.  He  speaks 
very  earnestly  in  favor  of  the  speedy  aggregation  of  the  Con¬ 
ference,  and  hopes  the  Council  will  help  in  every  possible  way 
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the  wish  of  the  members  for  close  affiliation  to  the  Society,  as 
he  thinks  it  will  be  followed  by  renewed  zeal  on  the  part 
of  the  members  of  the  Conference. 

The  Superior  Council  forwarded  the  proper  papers,  with 
a  letter  of  instruction,  and  we  expect  soon  to  forward  the 
application  of  this  Conference  to  Paris  for  aggregation.

HUquiescal  in  jlhxce. 
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The  Superior  Council  have  the  painful  duty  of  including 
among  the  names  of  their  brethren  who  have  departed  this 
life  during  the  present  year,  the  name  of  their  President, 
Mr.  James  Lynch,  who  died  on  the  5tli  day  of  August,  1888, 
in  the  sixty-fourth  year  of  his  age. 

In  recalling  the  earliest  connection  of  their  late  President 
with  the  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul,  the  Council  are 
led  back  to  almost  the  beginning  of  the  Society,  and  cer¬ 
tainly  to  the  days  of  its  greatest  conflicts  and  difficulties. 

In  the  year  1845,  six  or  seven  persons,  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Rev.  Father  Louglilin,  now  Bishop  of  Brooklyn, 
formed  the  Conference  of  St.  Patrick,  the  parent  Conference 
of  the  Society  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

In  the  year  1848,  their  late  President  joined  this  Con¬ 
ference,  and,  at  a  later  day,  a  second  Conference  having 
been  formed  within  the  Parish  of  St.  Joseph,  he  became  its 
first  President,  a  position  which  he  continued  to  hold 
almost  to  the  time  of  his  death. 

A  Particular  Council,  or  Council  of  Direction,  for  the 
City  of  New  York,  was  established  in  the  year  1856,  in 
which  he  held  the  office  of  Treasurer. 

In  the  year  1860,  the  growth  and  needs  of  the  Society 
requiring  a  further  sub-division,  he  became  also  Treasurer 
of  the  Superior  Council,  established  in  the  month  of  Feb¬ 
ruary  of  that  year,  under  the  Presidency  of  the  late  Dr.  Henry 
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James  Anderson,  and  the  Spiritual  Directorship  of  the  late 
Very  Rev.  William  Starrs,  V.  G. 

T11  the  year  1875,  upon  the  decease  of  the  late  Dr.  Ander¬ 
son,  he  succeeded  him  as  President. 

From  early  manhood  to  old  age,  for  a  period  of  time 
longer  than  the  average  duration  of  human  life,  their  late 
President,  has  given  to  the  service  of  the  poor  of  Christ, 
labor  most  devoted,  most  self-sacrificing,  and  most  efficient, 
and  what  is  rarer  still,  a  labor  that  was  continuous,  which 
having  neither  pause  nor  intermission,  has  ended  only  with 
his  life. 

The  Council  have  not  set  forth  these  facts,  with  the 
intention  that  the  good  work  of  their  late  President,  done 

1 

with  a  supernatural  motive,  and  for  a  supernatural  end, 
may  have  glory  of  men,  but  with  the  desire  that  his  work 
may  emphasize  his  claims  upon  the  fraternal  charity  of 
his  brethern  in  Saint  Vincent. 

It  is,  therefore,  the  earnest  wish  of  the  Council,  that  the 
members  of  the  Society  of  Saint  Vincent  de  Paul,  individ¬ 
ually,  or  assembled  in  their  Conferences,  shall  fervently 
pray  that  the  Lord  may  give  to  him  eternal  rest.
